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U.S. STEEPLECHASE VIRGINIA’S ROBIN 

CHAMPIONSHIPS TO WILLIAMS IS NEW 

DEBUT ON OCTOBER 17 TRF PRESIDENT 


T he inaugural U.S. Steeple¬ 
chase Championships are 
scheduled for Saturday, 
October 17. The program will 
consist of 12 races contested 
for $700,000 in purse money 
at two different race meets 
on the National Steeplechase 
Association (NSA) circuit: the 
Far HiUs race meet in Far HiUs, 
N.J., and International Gold 
Cup at Great Meadow in The 
Plains, Va. 

The NSA has entered into 
a three-year multimedia deal 
with NBC Universal Sports to 
televise five hours of live cov¬ 
erage of the event, as well as to 
provide ordine and broadband 
coverage, beginning at noon 
(Eastern time). The agreement 
also includes coverage of addi¬ 
tional NSA events in 2010. 

Far HiUs wUl conduct a six- 
race program headlined by the 
$250,000 Grand National. The 
six races from the International 
Gold Cup wiU be highlighted 
by the three and a half-mile 
Gold Cup. The races wiU be 
run on an alternating basis at 
20 to 25-minute intervals from 
meet to meet with the first 
race at Far HiUs scheduled to 
begin at 12:45 p.m. The 89th 
annual Far HUls race meeting 
is expected to draw more than 
50,000 spectators to Moorland 


Farms in central New Jersey. 
The 72nd International Gold 
Cup race meet wUl Ukely bring 
more than 35,000 fans to the 
northern Virginia countryside. 

‘‘We are extremely excited 
about the opportunity to show¬ 
case the glamor and excitement 
of steeplechase racing on Univer¬ 
sal Sports,” said Lou Raffetto, 
chief executive officer of the 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation. “The beauty and grace 
of a Thoroughbred running 
and jumping wUl be brought to 
a new level as our parmership 
enables us to take center stage 
before a national audience.” 

Two premier announcers 
wiU caU the races for Universal 
Sports: Mark Johnson at Far 
HiUs and Dave Johnson at the 
Gold Cup. 

The inaugural champion¬ 
ship day wiU also mark the 
first time that these two pre¬ 
mier steeplechase venues wiU 
be simulcast and pari-mutuel 
wagering offered on their races. 
Plans are in the works for an 
international site to estabhsh 
wagering pools and to offer 
betting to various outlets 
around the globe.

T he Thoroughbred Retire¬ 
ment Foundation (TRF) 
has elected Robin Traywick 
WUUams as president and Tom 
Ludt as chairman. 

WUUams, a Virginia resi¬ 
dent who formerly served 
as chairman of the National 
Racing Compact and director 
of the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International, 
succeeds Johnathan Miller, 
who stepped down after a 
three-year term.

WUUams’s election as presi¬ 
dent is in Une with new working 
relationships with the New York 
Racing Association (NYRA), 
Jockeys’ Guild, New York 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association (NYTHA) and 
The Jockey Club. 

“It is a new era for horse 
retirement,” said TRF’s execu¬ 
tive director Diana Pikulski. 
“TRF’s success over the last 26 
years is now front and center 
in racing, and this new execu¬ 
tive team is perfect to estabhsh 
the funding and infrastructure 
we need to fulfiU our mission 
going forward.” 

WUUams, a native of Lynch¬ 
burg, Va., and graduate of 
HoUins University, served for 
10 years on the Virginia Racing 
Commission, helping to over¬ 
see the advent of horse racing 
in that state. She is credited 
with initiating the national rac¬ 
ing Ucense project and served 
for four years as chairperson of 
the National Racing Compact, 
which issued the first national 
Ucense in 2000. 

Her involvement with the 
TRF dates back several years. 
In 2007, she organized the 
James River chapter of the 



TRF, where inmates at the 
James River Work Center care 
for retired Thoroughbreds 
while learning Ufe and voca¬ 
tional skiUs. 

Ludt was named general 
manager of Vinery in 2005 
before being named president 
in 2008. He’s currently a mem¬ 
ber of the Kentucky Horse 
Racing Authority and was 
chairman of the Blue Ribbon 
Panel of the Jockeys’ Workers’ 
Compensation Insurance 
Committee. He’s also currently 
a board member of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Owners and Breeders 
Association. 

Founded in 1982, the TRF 
is a 501(c)(3) non-profit orga¬ 
nization. It operates retraining 
and adoption faciUties and sat- 
eUite farms across the country 
as weU as vocational training in 
equine care for inmates at eight 
correctional faciUties nation¬ 
wide. TRF currently cares for 
approximately 1,200 horses 
with hundreds of others in 
adoptive homes. Additional 
information is available at 
trfinc.org.

MAJESTY’S PRINCE; VIRGINIA’S 
FIRST $2 MILLION-EARNER 



M ajesty’s Prince, who in 
the 1980s became the 
first Virginia-bred to 
reach the $2-million mark in 
earnings, was euthani 2 ed on 
August 24 because of com- 
phcations from the infirmities 
of old age. He was 30. 

The handsome chestnut 
son of His Majesty lived out 
his life at his birthplace, Ha 2 el 
Marsh’s Marsh Thoroughbred 
Farm near Berr 3 wille, Va., 
where in recent years he 
was bred primarily to sport 
horse mares. Earher, he made 
his stud career at farms in 
Kentucky, New York and 
Virginia. 

Bred and raced in the 
name of Marsh’s late hus¬ 
band, John D. Marsh, the 
turf-loving Majesty’s Prince 
won 12 of 42 starts, his nine 
stakes wins including Grade 
1 victories in the Man o’ War 
Stakes (twice), Rothmans 
International Stakes (twice) 
and Sword Dancer Handicap 


(once as Grade 2). His career 
earnings totaled $2,077,796. 

Trained by Joe Cantey, he 
competed against the Hkes of 
champions John Henry, AH 
Along (Fr) and April Run (Ire), 
and twice was weighted at 126 
pounds on Daily Racing Fornfs 
Free Handicap for male turf 
runners. 

Majesty’s Prince is repre¬ 
sented by 14 stakes horses and 
the earners of $5.7 million. 
His stakes winners include 
Grade 2-winning turf runner 
Dr. Kiernan and Majesty’s 


Turn, winner of the 1993 
General George Stakes-G2. 

Majesty’s Prince was 
descended from the first mare 
purchased by Marsh, a long- 
prominent Virginia breed¬ 
er. At the 1967 Keeneland 
Fall Mixed sale. Marsh paid 
$10,500 for the Nashua mare 
Melanie’s Girl, who subse¬ 
quently produced stakes win¬ 
ners Eager Exchange and 
Hagley’s Rehc; her unraced 
daughter Pied Princess (by 
Tom Fool) became the dam 
of Majesty’s Prince.

“The on call steward wiU be 
non-judgmental, meaning he 
or she is not there to make a 
determination one way or the 
other on any incident,” said 
ROAP chairman Stan Bowker. 
“Instead, the on caU steward 
will explain in layman’s terms 
the nature of the incident, the 


applicable rules of racing and 
the process by which stewards 
determine a call as it pertains to 
the incident in question.” 

The program will be avail¬ 
able at the 2009 Breeders’ 
Cup World Championships at 
Oak Tree at Santa Anita on 
November 6 and 7. 

The initial group of on call 
stewards is composed of senior 
stewards Eddie Arroyo, Stan 
Bowker, Hugh Gallagher, Frank 
Lamb, Denny Oelschlager and 
Kim Sawyer, each of whom 
has completed media training 
sessions.

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Marilynn Atterbury with the horse who changed her life. 


M arilynn Atterbury 
considers herself an 
extremely lucky woman. 
Every morning, she starts her 
day by gazing out the floor-to- 
ceiling picture window in the 
master bedroom at her 16-acre 
Sky Meadow Farm in Monkton, 
Md., at the big bay horse who 
turned her life around. 

An avid rider, Atterbury had 
lost aU confidence several years 
ago after breaking her leg in 
a nasty faU. The search for a 
trustworthy mount who made 
her feel safe began to seem 
futile as prospect after prospect 
failed to fill the bill. But her 
outlook changed when she met 
My Boy Arthur. 

Atterbury knew that her 
friend and neighbor Michelle 
Rosenkilde had owned My 
Boy Arthur for nearly 10 years. 
She knew the gelding was a 
talented jumper and a much 
sought-after mount in the hunt 
field. But what she didn’t real¬ 
ize at the time was that the 
son of the Secretariat stallion 
Dactylographer and Ohsopink 
(by Mr. Right) had been a pop¬ 
ular fixture on the Mid-Atlantic 
racing scene from 1987 to ’94. 

So renowned was My Boy 
Arthur that the late Jack Mann, 
a racing writer for the Baltimore 
Sun, wrote a humorous arti¬ 
cle about him in 1995. Mann 
divulged Arthur’s passion for 
bananas-“not too hpe” and 
“not if there’s a brown spot 
on it”-and said of the horse’s 
connections: “They were all 
nuts about My Boy Arthur, and 
they’d have to be nuts to be 
nuts about him.” 

A foal of 1984, My Boy 
Arthur spent most of his 
116-race career in the care of 
trainer Paul Seefeldt, but his 
hfetime past performances 
reveal that he was in the barn 
of no fewer than 14 trainers 


over the years. And while See- 
feldt’s sister, jockey Andrea 
Seefeldt (now Andrea Knight), 
was his most frequent pilot, 
Arthur also carried the likes of 
Edgar Prado, Chris McCarron, 
Kent Desormeaux, Mike Luzzi, 
Mario Pino, Joe Rocco, Alberto 
Delgado, Ronnie Franklin and 
Donnie Miller. 

Arthur supported himself 
as a heavy-hitter in the claiming 
and allowance ranks, round¬ 
ing out his stats with 28-23- 
16 and $267,338 in the bank. 
Along the way, his cantanker¬ 
ous behavior earned him more 
friends than foes, as all who 
got to know him reahzed that 
underneath that surly exterior 
was an attention-loving clown. 

When owner Randy Brooks 
of Gold N Bits Stable decided 
that Arthur’s weary knees and 
ankles had earned him a well- 
deserved retirement at the age 
of 10, it was Andrea Seefeldt 
who stepped up with a plan. 
An accomplished rider since 
childhood, Seefeldt envisioned 
a second career for him as a 
show hunter. While the big 
gelding had an affinity for 


jumping, he was not quite set¬ 
tled enough to make a show 
horse. 

From Seefeldt, My Boy 
Arthur moved on briefly to for¬ 
mer racing writer and longtime 
horse owner Ross Peddicord. 

Rosenkilde’s farrier was at 
Peddicord’s farm one day trim¬ 
ming Arthur’s feet. 

“He called me and said, d 
found a horse for you, and 
you are going to love him,’” 
Rosenkilde remembered. “My 
husband rode but had never 
foxhunted. But once he got on 
Arthur, that was it—he wanted 
to foxhunt. Arthur was a spec¬ 
tacular jumper, and I think he 
was more talented than any¬ 
body will ever know. This horse 
would go like hghtning when I 
hunted him. The field could be 
going flat out, 500 yards ahead 
of me, and I’d say, Whoa Arty,’ 
and he’d stop. And that was 
why I said to Marilynn, When 
you get this horse, he’s going to 
give you confidence because he 
doesn’t care what’s going on.’” 

Atterbury continued the 
story. “He had done a lot, as 
Michelle said. So it was his 


time to move on to something 
easier.” During Atterbury’s 
convalescence, as she recalled, 
“Michelle would call me up 
every once in a while and say 
‘Got a horse for you. . . ’ So I 
would try a few and no, I didn’t 
like them. Finally she called 
one cold November morning 
and said ‘Marilynn, you have to 
have this horse!’ So my husband 
(show hunter breeder and rider 
G.E. Atterbury) and I went up 
to see him. G.E. swung a leg up 
over Arthur and he was great, 
and I just looked at Arthur and 
^ he looked at me. 

3 “It was like, ‘You know, we 

g 

< need each other. I’ll take care 
i of you, you take care of me.’ 
He was 22 at the time, and 
he came home with us. And 
thanks to this horse and all he’s 
done for me, I spent my 60th 
birthday in Argentina riding 
with the gauchos for 10 days. 
I call Michelle all the time to 
thank her for him, usually with 
tears in my voice.” 

Atterbury rides My Boy 
Arthur a few times a week 
now. “We just amble through 
the woods, but on the way 
home he’s treated to a gallop. 
He stiU loves it.” Arthur also 
loves watching the Elkridge- 
Harford hunt come across the 
Sky Meadow Farm property. 
And members of the group are 
always excited to see him. 

The distinctive marking on 
his face-a shghtly crooked 
heart shape-makes him easy 
to spot. 

“They usually hunt across 
Jack Fisher’s woods, and I’ll 
stand out on the deck and 
watch them come through 
here,” Atterbury said. “They’ll 
come out of the woods and 
see him in his paddock, and I’ll 
hear people saying, ‘Look! It’s 
Arthur-there’s Arthur!’”

IN MEMORIAM 


MARY THOMAS: 

FORMER MHBA GENERAL MANAGER 



Mary Thomas’s career coincided with that of the great Maryiand sire Northern Dancer. 


Mary Warner Thomas, who 
contributed immeasurably to 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and its monthly 
magazine, The Maryland Horse 
(now Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred), 
during her 24-year career with 
the association, died on August 
20 at the age of 76. 

Since retiring from the 
MHBA in 1989, Mrs. Thomas 
had made her home in the 
town of Neavitt on Maryland’s 


Eastern Shore. She worked 
from 1993 to 2005 as parish 
secretary for Christ Church in 
St. Michaels. 

When Mrs. Thomas joined 
the MHBA staff, its office 
occupied one room in a build¬ 
ing opposite the Timonium 
Fairgrounds. Over the years 
she was involved in all aspects 
of the operation, and it was 
through her efforts that the 
office became computerized 


in the mid-1980s. Among her 
major duties was the adminis¬ 
tration of the Maryland-bred 
Fund. 

‘‘Her dedication was such 
that she once suggested 
lowering her own merit sal¬ 
ary increase so that another 
employee could have more,” 
her former boss, Snowden 
Carter, wrote in a tribute to 
Mrs. Thomas at the time of 
her retirement. “Generous to 
a fault, she strived always for 
a harmonious and productive 
office staff.” 

Mrs. Thomas became gen¬ 
eral manager in 1985, when Mr. 
Carter stepped down from the 
job, and served in that capacity 
for the next four years. 

Mrs. Thomas received 
a number of honors for her 
work, including the Maryland 
Racing Writers Association’s 
Humphrey S. Finney Award 
for lifetime contributions to 
Maryland racing, the Federico 
Tesio Award for significant 
accomphshments within the 
industry, and the Maryland 


Horse Shows Association’s 
Distinguished Service Award. 

Born in Baltimore, Mrs. 
Thomas was a graduate of 
Eastern High School and 
attended Towson State (now 
Tows on University). Early in 
her career she worked for the 
State Roads Commission and 
in the admissions department 
of Johns Hopkins University. 

In her later years, Mrs. 
Thomas edited a book. The 
Civil War Letters of First Lt. 
James B. Thomas, which con¬ 
tained original accounts from 
her late husband’s grandfather, 
who was a Union soldier in the 
Civil War. She also pursued her 
avid interest in genealogy, and 
was co-founder of the VaUiant 
Foundation, which was created 
to preserve and repair family 
cemeteries. 

At the time of her death 
she was working on the his¬ 
tory of her paternal family, 
the VaUiants, and had traced 
it from the early 1600s France 
to present-day Talbot County, 
Md.

Mary Louise Boniface, matri¬ 
arch of a long-prominent fam¬ 
ily of Maryland horsemen, died 
on August 9. She was 91. 

Mrs. Boniface was the wife 
of longtime Baltimore Sun rac¬ 
ing editor Bill Boniface, who 
died in 2005. Her son, J. William 
Boniface, operates Bonita Farm 
in Darlington, Md., with his 
wife, Joan, and their children 
and grandchildren. 


A native of Bel Air, Md., 
Mrs. Boniface worked as a 
medical secretary before her 
marriage. Renowned for her 
home-style cooking, she main¬ 
tained a wide circle of friends 
and in her younger years fre¬ 
quently entertained farm ch- 
ents. 

Bonita Farm earned endur¬ 
ing fame as the hfelong home 
of 1983 Preakness winner 
Deputed Testamony. 

SALLIE DINNING 

SaUie Dinning, who operated a 
major boarding, breeding and 
training facihty, Grandview 
Farm, in Harford County, Md., 
in the 1980s and early 1990s, 
died on June 5. She was 75. 

Mrs. Dinning had most 
recently made her home in 
Pagosa Springs, Colo. 

A hcensed trainer since 
1950, she was brought up in 
Upper Marlboro, Md., on the 
Woodlawn Farm of her par¬ 



ents, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Zantzinger. She hunted and 
showed from an early age, and 
later shared those interests with 
her husband E.L. Dinning III. 

After retiring from the rac¬ 
ing world, Mrs. Dinning became 
an active board member of 
the Washington International 
Horse Show. 

CARROLL HILTNER 

Carroll C. Hilmer, 78, a former 
Maryland-based owner/breed- 
er/trainer, died on August 28. 


Born in Baltimore, Mr. 
Hiltner fell in love with horses 
at a very early age, recount¬ 
ed his wife, Joan. His mother 
pawned her wedding ring to 
acquire his first riding horse, 
and he worked at a local stable 
in exchange for boarding and 
lessons. 

A US. Navy veteran, Mr. 
Hiltner owned and operat¬ 
ed the L & M Meats Stall at 
Baltimore’s Lexington Market 
for many years. 

He bought his first race 
horse in the early 1960s, and 
over the next 30 years trained 
and raced numerous home- 
breds from his Misty HiU Farm 
in Reisterstown, Md. His horses 
competed at tracks throughout 
the Mid-Atlantic region. 

In addition, Mr. Hiltner 
operated Hiltner’s Vanning, 
which routinely shipped horses 
from New York and Kentucky 
and aU points in between. 

He had been retired since 
1993.

EDITORIAL by Lucy Acton 



Mary Thomas 
left incalculable 
legacy within 
the MHBA 


D espite the traffic constantly moving up and down York 
Road just outside its front door, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s one-room headquarters was practi¬ 
cally a throwback to the days of Uttle House on the Prairie when 
Mary Thomas joined the staff back in 1965. 

Four well-worn desks, arranged in twos. . . a smattering of 
book shelves. . . an information system based on card files and 
handwritten names in the American Stud Book. 

Mary arrived with an infectious grin, boundless energy, a pas¬ 
sion for excellence and, in short order, estabhshed herself as the 
go-to person within the association that had only recently begun 
marching to the beat of its new general manager, Snowden Carter. 
And together, they transformed the place. 

Within the next several years, the MHBA grew exponentially, 
and soon had office space worthy of its growing presence within 
the industry. 

Those were the years when the Maryland-bred Fund, leg¬ 
islated in 1962 as the first state-bred incentive program in the 
country, began to take off, and the MHBAs monthly maga- 
2 ine, The Maryland Horse, emerged as a model publication in the 
Thoroughbred world. 

The MHBA began serving 
up a full array of activities to its 
local constituents, including farm 
tours, seminars, balloting for 
annual state-bred champions and 
awards dinners, and its expertise 
was sought on a national level 
in the founding of both the 
American Horse Council and 
American Horse Publications. 

Carter, who died in 2005, 
generally received credit for the 
MHBAs many innovations. And 
that, for the most part, was fine 
with Mary, who in addition to 
being fiercely loyal to her boss, 
genuinely preferred to work behind the scenes. But if he were 
alive today, Snowden would be at his computer, composing his 
own far more comprehensive tribute to Mary. 

It’s impossible to know what stories he’d choose. But one of 
his favorites involved the long and (to him) tedious process of 
buying the office’s first computer system. Rather than make a 
hasty judgment, Mary insisted on hstening to every sales pitch, 
often requiring Snowden to sit it on meetings with computer 
geeks using language that (to him) was incomprehensible. Mary’s 
ultimate decision? “An IBM,” recalled Snowden, who figured 
they could have gone out and bought that instantly recognizable 
name brand in a single afternoon with a whole lot less aggrava¬ 
tion. 

Careful research was Mary’s strong suit-whether looking up 
pedigrees, or shopping for office equipment, or fact-checking the 
pages of the magazine. 

Mary set the standards that the MHBA still attempts to fol¬ 
low-20 years after she retired from her job with this organi¬ 
zation. If we have a sense of pride over the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and all it stands for, that’s the spirit of 
Mary Thomas echoing through the hallways. ^ 

Mary Thomas died on August 20 at the age of 76. For more on her life, 
see article on page 16.

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HOUGHTONS’ MANY 
CLAIMS TO FAME 

Ronnie and Betsy Houghton maintain a thriving 
commercial breeding and training center at 
their Sylmar Farm in Pennsylvania, while taking 
rare advantage of the state’s breeding fund.

T here are lots of ways to 
make a living in the horse 
business, and years ago 
Ronnie and Betsy Houghton 
found what works for them. 

The do 2 en or so home- 
owned mares at the Hough¬ 
tons' Sylmar Farm in Christiana 
(Lancaster County), Pa., 
churn out mostly sohd, blue- 
collar runners-the kind of 
horses who are in insatiable 
demand at Pennsylvania's three 
Thoroughbred tracks. 

Unlike many breeders, the 
Houghtons don't mind losing 
homebreds through the claim 
box. In fact, it's been a remark¬ 
ably successful marketing tool. 

^‘We would rather do that 
than take them to a sale," said 
Ronnie Houghton, ‘‘because 
ours aren't bred well enough 
to bring a lot of money at auc¬ 
tion." 

When their horses go on 
to race for other owners (who 
pay the bills), the Houghtons 
often continue to collect 
bonuses from the Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund. And that is no 
trifling compensation. 


Within the past five years, the 
Houghtons have twice led the 
list of Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund recipients. Their total in 
2008, reflecting Pennsylvania's 
slots-fueled purses and breed¬ 
ers' funds, was $259,464. In 
2004, pre-slots, they topped 
out with $129,192. 

Breeders receive an amount 
equal to 30 percent of the 
purse share for a registered 
PA-bred/PA-sired horse fin¬ 
ishing first, second or third in 
any race at Philadelphia Park, 
Penn National or Presque 
Isle Downs; the award is 20 
percent for out-of-state-sired 
PA-breds. 

“The Houghtons are the 
poster family for a state breed¬ 
ing program," comments Mark 
McDermott, executive secre¬ 
tary of the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association. 

But raising homebreds 
is only one facet of the 
operation at Sylmar. Its 300 
acres - enhanced by five immac¬ 
ulately tended white barns, 
miles of black painted fences, a 
five-eighths-mile training track 


with a specially designed three- 
staU starting gate and numer¬ 
ous other amenities-houses 
one of the busiest commercial 
boarding and training centers 
in the East. 

As many as 185 horses were 
under its care this past summer, 
counting the racing division 
overseen by the Houghtons' 
46-year-old son, Bernie. Syl- 
mar's fist of steady chents 
numbers nearly 35. Twenty-five 
people were on its payroll dur¬ 
ing the summer-10 of them 
exercise riders. 

“We're really big into train¬ 
ing," explains Betsy Houghton, 
who handles the bookkeeping 
for the entire operation. “We 
run a lot of horses. And Bernie 
is a big part of that. We couldn't 
make it work if we had to hire 
an outside trainer. 

“Bernie has 11 stalls at Penn 
National, and we are always 
sending horses back and forth 
from the farm to the race track. 
He runs a horse once or twice, 
then he says, ‘Dad, I'm going 
to send so-and-so home. Send 
me another horse who needs to 


get some race track experience.' 
The trailer goes back and forth 
constantly." 

Bernie Houghton, who took 
the national championship title 
as a steeplechase jockey in 
1985, currently ranks among 
the top 10 trainers at Penn 
National. Through September 
1, his stats were 120-29-15-18 
for $502,876 in stable earnings 
and a win ratio of 24 percent. 

In the fall, Sylmar becomes 
a mecca for yearhngs just 
beginning their education. 
The Houghtons credit Kim 
Eshleman, who has been with 
the farm for nearly 32 years, 
for developing that end of the 
business. 

Each year, Eshleman breaks 
approximately 100 youngsters. 
Sylmar graduates include some 
of Maryland breeder Robert 
E. Meyerhoff's all-time best 
runners-namely. Grade 1-win¬ 
ning millionaires Broad Brush, 
Include and Valley Crossing. 
Also in that category is Dela¬ 
ware owner Rick Porter's Grade 
1 star Jostle. 
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“It's a joy to be out there," 
says Philadelphia Park-based 
trainer Ned Allard, who rehes 
on Syknar for layup care as 
well as yearling-breaking. “It's 
a family affair-they all work 
hard and they're all good horse¬ 
men. You always have the feel¬ 
ing that the right thing is being 
done for your horses." 

LIFELONG PASSION 

Ronnie Houghton, 70, and 
Betsy Houghton, 67, have 
always been rooted in horses 
and family. Betsy grew up near 
Philadelphia, as one of eight 
children, aU of whom rode and 
foxhunted. “I was the most 
interested in horses of any of 
them," she recalls. 

Ronnie's father, Bernard 
Houghton, made his career 
“running hunter barns for 
wealthy people," as Ronnie 
describes it. The elder Hough¬ 
ton, who died at the relatively 
young age of 48, spent the final 
seven years of his life as resi¬ 
dent manager of Cortright 
WetheriU's Happy HiU Farm in 


Newtown Square, Pa., where 
Ronnie and his brother, Eddie, 
gained much of their formative 
experience in the business. 

Eddie Houghton, two 
years younger than Ronnie, 
ranked among Maryland's most 
prominent breeder/ owners 
for decades until his death in 
August 2008. With his wife, 
Eh 2 abeth (Binnie) Houghton, 
he operated Buckingham Farm 
in Chestertown, Md. 

By age 21, Ronnie Houghton 
had already launched his own 
boarding business in Kennett 
Square, Pa. Earlier, he complet¬ 
ed a two-year agriculmre pro¬ 
gram at Penn State University, 
where his roommate was 
steeplechase rider and future 
Kentucky Derby-winning 
trainer Barclay Tagg; the young 
Ronnie also served apprentice¬ 
ships with two well-known 
trainers-HaU of Famer Burling 
Cocks and Ridgely White. 

The Houghtons were mar¬ 
ried in 1962. “Ronnie was rid¬ 
ing steeplechase races when we 
met," says Betsy Houghton,

alluding to another facet of his 
career. 

As newlyweds, the couple 
plunged headlong into the 
potentially more lucrative busi¬ 
ness of training (flat) race horses. 
Their first farm, purchased a 
few years later, was in Rising 
Sun, Md. — on Sylmar Road. 
The farm name, if not the loca¬ 
tion, has stuck with them ever 
since. 


‘‘We more or less outgrew 
that original farm because we 
had gotten a real good business 
going, breaking yearlings,’’ says 
Ronnie Houghton. ‘We looked 
around for another place and I 
always say we were very lucky 
to end up here.” 

The Houghtons relocated 
to their current site in Penn¬ 
sylvania in 1976. The nucleus 
of the property, a 178-acre for¬ 


mer dairy farm, has been added 
on to several times. Most of the 
barns were built from scratch. 

“When we came here we 
had pretty many horses, but 
nothing like we have now,” 
explains Ronnie Houghton. “I 
farmed it for six or seven years, 
but we kept phasing the farm¬ 
ing end of it out because it was 
very difficult to pay the mort¬ 
gage. We started to build up 


the horse business as the years 
went on.” 

Still, Houghton keeps his 
farming skills in practice, rais¬ 
ing, cutting and storing hay on 
the main portion of the farm 
and on 65 acres of adjacent 
land leased for that purpose. 

He also takes phde in his 
band of 30 Aberdeen Angus 
brood cows. Calving is timed 
for March and April, and each 
November Houghton sells off 
that year’s crop. 

“Some years I keep some 
heifers and bring in a new bull,” 
he says. “It’s not a big opera¬ 
tion, but it pays the taxes and 
the fertilizer bill. Plus, I just 
plain love it.” 

Betsy chuckles over her hus¬ 
band’s cattle ranching sideline. 
“We make a big deal over it 
every fall when we round up 
the babies,” she says. “We throw 
a party for Ronnie and invite 
people to the farm. Ronnie has 
such a good time.” 

Family is always much in 
evidence at Sylmar, with the 
main house serving as a hub 
for the Houghtons’ four grown 
children and nine grandchil¬ 
dren. 
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Training faciiities inciude a five-eighths-miie training track and a speciaiiy designed three-staii starting gate with aiieyways that provide space for 
handiers to stand between horses. Bernie Houghton ranks among the top 10 trainers at Penn Nationai, with many of his winners raced off of the farm. 


Bernie and his wife, Shan¬ 
non, hve in a separate house 
on the farm, as does daugh¬ 
ter Robin Perry and her hus¬ 
band Scott; Robin works in a 
local bank and is not routinely 
involved with horses. 

Daughter Wendy Kinnamon 
and her husband, Travis, operate 
their own boarding and train¬ 
ing facihty. Breakaway Farm, 
several miles from Sylmar. 

Son Michael stays busy in 
the trucking business, but his 
wife. Metis sa, works on the 
farm daily along with Shannon, 
caring for broodmares. 

“Shannon and Melissa have 
done the most awesome job 
you could ever imagine with 
the broodmares,’’ says Betsy 
Houghton. 

For the past two summers, 
a third generation has come on 
board, Robin Perry’s 14-year- 
old son, Ronnie, helping with 
general farm labor. 

LIFE IN THE 
SLOTS ERA 

Pennsylvania’s slots era, 
which began in November 
2006, hasn’t changed the way 


the Houghtons conduct their 
business, but it has added more 
2 ing to their tried and true 
methods. 

“Slots have just boosted 
everything in Pennsylvania,” 
says Betsy Houghton. “Every 
farm is benefiting from it. 
Anybody with race horses is.” 

She added: “Fve been asked 
this many times: ‘Has it helped 


with your [business in board¬ 
ing] broodmares?’ I can’t hon¬ 
estly say Fve seen that big a 
difference. But we don’t want 
to board mares who just come 
in here and foal [so that the 
foal will be a PA-bred]. It’s 
just too much work and too 
much responsibility foaling 
mares unless they’re year-round 
boarders.” 


Where the Houghtons feel 
the impact, of course, is in their 
racing division. 

“Owners are spending more 
money for horses, and they 
want Pennsylvania-breds so 
badly,” says Betsy Houghton. 

The Houghtons occasional¬ 
ly buy at auction to replenish 
tiieir broodmare stock, but in 
spite of the all-time high prices 
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commanded by PA-breds in 
today’s market, they aren’t 
tempted to start breeding for 
the commercial sales market 

Nor are they looking to cash 
in on other expanding oppor¬ 
tunities by standing stallions. 

Says Betsy Houghton: 
‘We’ve never gotten into the 
staUion business. We’ve been 
asked so many times over the 
years. But that’s a whole differ¬ 
ent business; we wouldn’t reaUy 
have the time to do it.” 

As always, they breed gen¬ 
eration after generation of the 
same family, patronizing afford¬ 
able stallions in Pennsylvania 
and Maryland. This year the 
Houghtons sent home-owned 
and outside mares to Penn¬ 
sylvania staUions Activist, Cat 
Thief, Lite the Fuse, Love of 
Money, MedaUist, Siphon (Brz), 
Snow Ridge and Trust n Luck, 
among others. In Maryland, 
they patronized Cherokee’s 
Boy, Fantasticat and Gators N 
Bears. 

“We bred a lot to Gators N 
Bears; we love him,” says Betsy 
Houghton. 

Racing performance is a key 
consideration for them. ‘We 
want runners,” notes Ronnie 
Houghton. 

RUNNING AND 
WINNING 

While relatively few of the 
Houghtons’ runners achieve 
any measure of fame, you 
wouldn’t get that impression by 
looking at last year’s hneup of 
Pennsylvania-bred champions. 

In 2008, two of the state’s 
finest were bred by the 
Houghtons - champion older 
male Whistle Pig and claimer 
of the year Bank’n On Gold. 

Best known for his exploits 
at Presque Isle Downs, Whistle 
Pig has never run a bad race 
over that track’s Tapeta sur¬ 
face, where he’s won six of

eight starts, including five 
stakes. He owns Presque Isle’s 
six and a half-furlong track 
record (1:15.04) set in last year’s 
Presidentialaffair Handicap. 

A 5-year-old Patton geld¬ 
ing (out of Yanni’s Girl, by 
Comm adore C.), Whistle Pig 
was claimed from Sylmar for 
$10,000 while making his 
fourth career start in May 2007 
at Philadelphia Park. He has 
made the remainder of his 
career for H.A.C.K. Stable and 
trainer Andrew Carter, winning 
seven stakes and placing in 
three others for career earnings 
of $632,166. 

It’s not unusual for Sylmar 
runners to be claimed in their 
first start, and that’s the story 
with Bank’n On Gold. Bernie 
Houghton put the saddle on 
the daughter of Banker’s Gold 
(out of Bank’n On Dixie, by 
Water Bank) for her debut 
as a 3-year-old in February 
2008 at Philadelphia Park, and 
trainer Scott Lake immedi¬ 
ately dropped a claim shp for 


$25,000 on behalf of owner 
Richard Malouf 

Still racing for Malouf and 
Lake, Bank’n On Gold lived 
up to her name in the allow¬ 
ance ranks last year, winning 
half of her 14 starts and earn¬ 
ing $223,520. Although win¬ 
less this season, she has career 
earnings of $257,426, with 13 
wins or placings from 20 career 
starts, and has only twice raced 
out of state. 

No list of Houghton-bred 
runners would be complete 
without the stalwart gelding 
Banjo Picker. 

B anj o Picker (Swear by Dixie 
—Sean’s Gold, by U. S. Flag) 
has made his mark for owner 
Danny LimongeUi and trainer 
Steve Krebs, who claimed him 
from Sylmar for $15,000 in 
August 2004 at Philadelphia 
Park. 

Still in competition at age 
9, Banjo Picker won the Grade 
3 Gravesend Handicap as a 
5-year-old, and has to his credit 
a do 2 en additional stakes wins 


and placings. In 50 career starts, 
he has earned $645,715. 

Not all of the Houghton 
runners are available for the 
taking. Saco River, a 5-year-old 
Patton gelding, has been risked 
for a claiming tag only once in 
his 19 career starts. The current 
star of Sylmar’s racing stable, 
he has four allowance wins 
to his name, and seven addi¬ 
tional placings. The Alphabet 
Soup Handicap on July 25 at 
Philadelphia Park marked the 
added-money debut for the 
turf speciahst, who finished 
a creditable fourth, a length 
and a half behind the winner. 
Auction Watch. His earnings 
total $179,086. 

BEYOND THE 
TRACK 

In fact, numerous Sylmar 
runners remain with the 
Houghtons throughout their 
career, and that brings up the 
obvious question of after-care. 


With an operation that deals 
in so many horses, it isn’t prac¬ 
tical to keep pensioners on the 
farm, explains Ronnie Hough¬ 
ton. ‘‘But we’re very fortunate 
to have someone nearby who 
helps to place retired horses 
with kids. 

“A lot of our horses have 
gone to FFA and 4-H pro¬ 
grams,” he adds. “It makes you 
feel good.” The farm’s tack 
room holds numerous pictures 
of children winning ribbons on 
horses who came from Sylmar. 

“We had a filly who broke 
her hind leg but turned out to 
be the best 4-H horse,” says 
Betsy Houghton. “Kids love 
these horses and their parents 
can’t afford to buy them. They 
have a bow or an old chip and 
it doesn’t make any difference 
to them-they’re just jogging 
around a ring.” 

One of the Houghtons’ 
former runners, Tenakee Inlet 
(by Best of Luck), did more 
than that, winning the hunter 
championship at the UpperviUe 
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Horse Show for noted horse¬ 
man Gary Baker. 

‘‘He was a little bay horse; 
we bought him very inexpen¬ 
sively at a sale, and he had a 
wind problem. We did win a 
race with him,’’ recalls Betsy, 
who treasures the photograph 
taken at Upperville. 

Sylmar Farm is a picture 
of serenity on a bright August 
afternoon, despite the large 
number of horses turned out 
in the various pasmres. 

“I think horses run better 
off the farm,” muses Betsy 
Houghton. “They might have 
to get in a van to go to the 
races, but they know they’re 
coming back here. And what 
better place to be? In the 33 
years we’ve hved here, hardly 
anything has changed in the 
countryside except for the 
building that we have done on 
the farm. Not many people 
who live on a farm can say 
that.” w

His runners are as attractive 
and versatiie as their sire!

Rachel Alexandra 
affirms her superiority 
in Grade 1 Haskell 

It was girlpower all the way in Monmouth Parkis 
premier event, as Belmont Stakes-G1 winner 
Summer Bird finished a well-beaten second, by Cindy Deubkr. 



Rachel Alexandra, with regular rider Calvin Bore! In the Irons, galloped easily on a loose rein, ears flicking, during the early stages of the race. 
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S he strolls past crowds with 
an air of cool sophistica¬ 
tion. . . She has inspired 
a new line of clothing-and 
appeared on the pages of Vogue 
magazine. When leggy, dark- 
hued Rachel Alexandra made 
her appearance at Monmouth 
Park on August 2, adoring fans 
felt privileged to glimpse the 
female icon. 

Then the tomboy came out. 

Rachel Alexandra, the first 
filly to win the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl in 85 years, once 
again turned a cold shoulder to 
the boys, sauntering off to a 
surprisingly easy victory in the 
$1.25 million Haskell Invita- 
tional-Gl. It was six lengths 
back to her closest pursuer, 
Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Summer Bird. Girl power, all 
the way. 

Rachel Alexandra is a pow¬ 
erful presence not only when 
she steps out on the track, but 
in her abihty to attract people 
into the stands. On a day when 
the weather could have been 
the main story-torrential rains 
lashed the East Coast all morn¬ 
ing and severe thunderstorms 
struck the Jersey shore early in 
the afternoon-she was the 
drawing card for 37,090 fans. 
While the weather did adversely 
affect attendance and handle, it 
could have been much worse. 

Luckily for those who 
braved the weather, owners Jess 
Jackson (Stonestreet Stables) 
and Harold McCormick and 
trainer Steve Asmussen never 
considered scratching the fiUy, 
who had proven adept at han¬ 
dling off going when winning 
the Fair Grounds Oaks-G2 in 
the slop in March. 

What was striking about the 
crowd were the youthful faces, 
many of girls holding up signs 
that read, ^Aeah, I Run Like a 
Girl. Try to Keep Up’’ or 
‘‘Rachel Alexandra the Great.” 
Young fans took it upon them¬ 
selves to create their own fash¬ 
ion statements, many wearing 
homemade Rachel tee-shirts. 
And souvenir items bearing any 
suggestion of the filly were fly¬ 
ing off the racks well before 
the 6:15 post time. In an 
attempt to satisfy the demand. 


new shirts were produced 
throughout the day. 

Jackson and McCormick’s 
lofty ambitions for the talented 
fiUy have helped make it clear 
that she is one of the aU-time 
greats. While a 3-year-old filly is 
rarely asked to tackle the boys 
at the highest level in the U.S., 
Rachel Alexandra has shown 
time and again that she can 
humble her generation in many 
ways. 

“We don’t know what fron¬ 
tiers she could conquer yet,” 
said Jackson after the Haskell. 
“But Rachel has done aU we’ve 
asked her to do and, wow, she’s 
exceeded expectations.” 

The Haskell victory, her 
major summer goal according 
to Asmussen, was her seventh 
2009 win from seven starts. She 
has earned seven consecutive 
100-plus Beyer speed figures, 
with her 116 in the Haskell the 
highest of the year for any age 
or distance. Her average win¬ 
ning margin is more than nine 
lengths — twice she devastated 
fillies in Grade 1 competition, 
winning by a combined 39V2 
lengths. 

“I can’t tell you how amaz¬ 
ing it is that everybody every¬ 
where asks me about Rachel,” 
said Asmussen. “I think it’s 
fantastic, and Rachel is very 
deserving of that admiration.” 

Asmussen, Rachel Alexan¬ 
dra’s trainer since the week 
before the Preakness in May, 
after her purchase for an unsub¬ 
stantiated $10 million, is con¬ 
stantly in awe of her accom- 
phshments. “To compare her 
three races from the Preakness 
to the Mother Goose to the 
Haskell, it’s hard to determine 
her best effort,” said the trainer. 
“AU of her races are very spe¬ 
cial for different reasons. She 
can handle the crowd, the 
weather. Nothing surprises her.” 

Six colts hned up with 
Rachel Alexandra in die gate 
for the Haskell; she drew the 
six post. Regular rider Calvin 
Borel was aboard, seeking to 
keep his unbeaten streak aUve 
on the filly. He first guided her 
to victory in the final start of 
her juvenile campaign, the 
Golden Rod S takes-G2 at 
Churchill Downs. Borel, who 


now has ridden Rachel Alexan¬ 
dra eight times at six different 
tracks, was making his Haskell 
debut. 

Rachel Alexandra was the 
prohibitive 1-2 favorite, with 
Summer Bird the second choice 
at 4.30-1. The only other starter 
under double-digit odds was 
Munnings, from the Todd 
Pletcher barn, at 5.50-1. 

A top-notch sprinter, Mun¬ 
nings was coming into the 
Haskell off of two graded 
stakes wins at seven furlongs at 
Belmont Park. Jockey John 
Velazquez sent the burly blaze¬ 
faced chestnut to the lead at the 
start of the HaskeU. 

Rachel Alexandra, who 
bobbled sUghtly when the gates 
opened and was brushed tightly 
by longshot Bunker HUl to her 
outside, was also quickly up on 
the pace, then relaxed beauti¬ 
fully outside of Munnings. One 
surprise was seeing Summer 
Bird up close as well. Last year’s 
Haskell-winning rider, Kent 
Desormeaux, had the classic 
winner just behind Munnings 
through an opening quarter of 
:22.99. 

Munnings was all business 
as he posted a half in :46.43 
and three-quarters in 1:09.92, 
while Rachel Alexandra, flank¬ 
ing the leader, was galloping 
easily on a loose rein with ears 
flicking. Summer Bird was not 
about to lose his position on 
the rail as Desormeaux kept 
him involved. 

Borel barely moved on the 
fiUy, but before the leaders had 
rounded the far turn she was 
cruising to the front, quickly 
opening a daylight lead. Borel 
urged her only mildly to keep 
her mind on business as the 
crowd went wild. 

Borel started his celebration 
early, pumping his fist before 
the galloping filly reached the 
wire. Munnings and Summer 
Bird were battling in a race of 
their own, and the Belmont 
winner finally shook loose to 
get second by a length, with 
Munnings holding third over 
Arkansas Derby-G2 winner 
Papa Clem. Iowa Derby winner 
Duke of Mischief was next, 
followed by local hopes Atomic 
Rain and Bunker Hill. 


Proud of his colt’s efforts. 
Summer Bird’s trainer, Tim 
Rice, conceded, “But that was 
Rachel Alexandra. That’s what 
everyone came to see.” Summer 
Bird returned to win his next 
start, the Grade 1 Travers 
Stakes, by three and a half 
lengths. 

Rachel Alexandra com¬ 
pleted the mile and an eighth 
Haskell in 1:47.21 over a sloppy 
track, one-fifth of a second 
off the stakes record set by 
Majestic Light in 1976 and 
equaled by Bet Twice in 1987. 
Her time was a second or 
more faster than the tikes of 
Holy BuU, Point Given, War 
Emblem, Coronado’s Quest, 
Big Brown and 1995 Haskell 
winner Serena’s Song, the latter 
the only other filly to capmre 
the Haskell in its 42-year his¬ 
tory. Rachel Alexandra was just 
two-fifths of a second off of 
Spend a Buck’s track record set 
in 1985. 

The most experienced run¬ 
ner in the field, Rachel Alexan¬ 
dra got her 10th career win in 
13 starts and upped her earn¬ 
ings to $2,498,354. Bred in 
Kentucky by Dolphus Mor¬ 
rison, she is a member of the 
first crop of her sire, Medagtia 
d’Oro, out of the stakes-win- 
ning Roar mare Lotta Kim. Her 
third dam. Early Decision, gives 
Rachel Alexandra’s pedigree a 
Mid-Atlantic connection. A 
stakes winner by Lord Gaylord, 
Early Decision was bred in 
Maryland by Robert Meyer- 
hoff. 

Although enthusiasm ran 
high, Haskell day attendance 
was the lowest since 1999, also 
a rainy day. The day’s handle 
suffered in large part when turf 
races were washed out, result¬ 
ing in numerous scratches. The 
total on-track handle for the 
14-race card was $2,423,723, 
well off the record of nearly $4 
million wagered in 2003. 
Overall handle, including off¬ 
track sites, was $12,297,624, 
down 30 percent from the 
record $17,642,955 set in 2008 
and the lowest since 2002. 

However, all sources handle 
on the Haskell was $4,135,698, 
second only to the record 
14,257,409 bet in 2008. # 
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H orsemen, at least some 
of them, are on one side. 
Track management is on 
the other. The voters of Jeffer¬ 
son County, W.Va., are in the 
middle. 

Voters will have the last 
word, deciding whether or not 
table games will be allowed 
at Charles Town Races & 
Slots. But the weeks leading 
up to the county referendum 
on December 5 promise to be 
acrimonious, to say the least. 

Understanding that both 
sides profit handsomely once 
race tracks expand their gam¬ 
ing menu, horsemen and tracks 
usually approach the prospect 
as a unified front. 

However, the current situa¬ 
tion at Charles Town has pitted 
not just horsemen against man¬ 
agement, but horsemen against 
horsemen. 

The board of directors of 
the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA) has offi¬ 


cially come out in favor of table 
games, while many rank and file 
members oppose them, citing 
what they see as an unfavor¬ 
able spht of revenue. These are 
some of the same owners and 
trainers who believe manage¬ 
ment at Charles Town, which 
is owned by Penn National 
Gaming Inc. (PNGI), generally 
treats horsemen poorly. 

This is not the first time 
Jefferson County voters have 
been asked to decide the fate of 
table games at Charles Town. 
In a referendum that took place 
in 2007, they rejected the plan 
by a 56 to 44 percent margin. 

The Charles Town HBPA 
took a neutral position back 
then, which may have been 
among the reasons the referen¬ 
dum did not pass. Table games 
got a green light that same year 
in the three other West Virginia 
counties that have pari-mutuel 
facilities, including Hancock 
County, home of Mountaineer 
Park. 


But Penn National execu¬ 
tives refused to give up, and 
they have kept the issue alive 
at Charles Town. With the 
economy reeling and the area 
in need of an economic shot 
in the arm, track management 
decided to take another crack at 
a referendum and managed to 
get it back on the ballot. 

‘‘The big difference this 
time is the economy,” said 
Charles Town general manager 
A1 Britton. “Jobs are always 
important, but this economic 
situation makes them more 
important than ever. With the 
table games, we can hire 500 to 
600 additional people and most 
of those jobs will go to local 
residents.” 

In an effort to get more 
Jefferson County residents 
behind the tables games, the 
referendum was rewritten and 
a bigger slice of the poten¬ 
tial revenue is now earmarked 
for local communities. That 
has helped get some civic 


leaders behind the proposal. 
One group, which is led by 
local businessman Eric Lewis 
and calls itself “Vote Yes For 
Jefferson County,” began to 
campaign for the games several 
months ago. 

While local communities are 
now slated to get a larger por¬ 
tion of the revenue, nothing 
has changed for horsemen. Just 
as was the case in 2007, they 
will receive only 2.5 percent of 
the revenue from table games. 
For a number of reasons, the 
horsemen’s spht from slot 
machines has varied in recent 
years, but it has been as high as 
14 percent. 

“The problem isn’t that any¬ 
body is against table games, but 
they’re not happy with the way 
the percentages came about,” 
said Charles Town HBPA 
executive director Lenny Hale. 
“When you’re getting 14 per¬ 
cent from the slots for purses, 
it’s hard to be happy with 2.5 
percent. The beef isn’t whether 
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to have them or not, the beef is 
we’re not getting our fair share 
[of revenue].” 

The situation at Mountaineer 
Park has provided the anti-table 
game horsemen with plenty of 
ammunition. Mountaineer’s 
purses have fallen sharply since 
2007. A maiden special weight 
race at Mountaineer that was 
worth $24,200 in 2007 now 
goes for $19,600. Horsemen 
there believe that some gam¬ 
blers who had been playing 
slots have switched to table 
games, a situation that has 
resulted in less money going 
toward purses. 

‘Hhe table games are 
definitely one of the reasons 
purses have gone down here,” 
said Mountaineer Park HBPA 
president Rembrandt Wright. 
‘‘The percentage to purses and 
the percentage to the state has 
to be the same as it is with the 
slots. That’s the whole prob¬ 
lem. To get 2.5 percent is a 
terrible deal.” 

Added Wright: “Yes, our 
HBPA supported table games. 
But we didn’t know. You live 
and learn. The emphasis here 
has shifted from the slots to the 
table games. That’s what they 
promote and that hurts the 
slot business. When you hurt 
the slot business you hurt rac¬ 
ing. I understand that the total 
decrease is not just because of 
table games. The economy has 
hurt us. But the table games 
have been a big factor.” 

Faced with the prospect of 
table games coming to Penn¬ 
sylvania, a study commis¬ 
sioned by the Pennsylvania 
Equine Coalition and conduct¬ 
ed by Thalheimer Research 
Associates found that slots 
business declines significantly 
when other forms of gaming 
are added to the menu. The 
Thalheimer study, released in 
August, estimated that slots 
play would decline by as much 
as 13 percent in Pennsylvania 
should table games come in. 

Despite the situation at 
Mountaineer and the Pennsyl¬ 
vania report, the Charles Town 
HBPA board of directors voted 
to support the table games ref¬ 
erendum in a 6 to 5 vote. 

“This is only my personal 
opinion, but I think the table 
games are a good idea,” said 


owner/trainer John Stahlin, an 
HBPA board member. “There 
are pluses and minuses, but I 
think the bottom hne is that it 
will be good for Charles Town 
racing. We’ve seen purses going 
up in surrounding jurisdic¬ 
tions and Maryland will get 
slots eventually. We need to do 
something.” 

Stahhn continued: “Many 
people say table games hurt 
slots business, but I’m just not 
sure that’s the case. It’s just as 
possible that the table games 
will bring even more people 
to Charles Town, estabhsh- 
ing a whole new chentele. I 


understand that things aren’t 
going well at Mountaineer, but 
I think their problems have a 
lot to do with the recession and 
with Pennsylvania getting slots. 
They used to get a lot of peo¬ 
ple coming in from Pittsburgh 
and they’re not getting them 
anymore.” 

After the vote, HBPA presi¬ 
dent Randy Funkhouser penned 
an open letter to the citi 2 ens of 
Jefferson County, stating that 
the HBPA board has “voted to 
enthusiastically support table 
gaming at Charles Town Races 
& Slots.” The letter also implied 
that table games would help the 
racing industry. Funkhouser 
declined to be interviewed for 
this story. 

“It was a very close vote 
and there was a lot of heated 
discussion,” Hale said. “Some 
felt, and maybe they were right, 
that if we would give Penn 
National what they wanted on 
table games, then we could get 
them to help us in other areas. 
We have been looking for new 


legislation to get purse money 
from other areas.” 

After the HBPA board 
voted, an informal straw poll 
was taken among the rank and 
file members. Though no vote 
tally was recorded. Hale said 
it was clear that the general 
membership was not in favor 
of table games. Those against 
table games expressed many 
concerns, among them a poten¬ 
tial decline in purses. 

Britton contends that 
Charles Town horsemen have 
nothing to worry about. 

“The issue for aU of us, 
and to a large degree we’re in 


the same boat as the horse¬ 
men, is that table games are a 
means for us to enhance slot 
revenue in the short term and 
in the long term to protect 
it,” Britton said. “That’s where 
the hon’s share of the purse 
money comes from, from the 
slot machines, and that’s where 
the hon’s share of our prof- 
itabihty comes from. We’ve 
never looked at table games 
as a huge profit center. It’s 
something that we can make 
marginally profitable. It’s much 
more labor intensive.” 

Britton contends that table 
games are “an additional ame¬ 
nity that will attract folks here 
that may otherwise not come 
at all or folks that make trips 
to Atlantic City.” According to 
Britton, when Charles Town 
polls its customers - asking 
“What facihty do you visit the 
next most?”-the answer is 
Atlantic City. 

“That’s because they are 
full-service. They have table 
games and slots. We are much 


more convenient for the people 
in our market, but not hav¬ 
ing table games is a big disad¬ 
vantage. That’s how we look 
at it and we encourage the 
horsemen to look at it that 
way as well. We are trying to 
protect slot revenue,” Britton 
explained. 

On an even more positive 
note, Britton continued: “We’re 
a publicly traded company, so 
we can’t come out with for¬ 
ward-looking statements, but 
the West Virginia lottery has 
done some projections and 
there’s a Wall Street firm that 
has done a position paper on 


what table games will mean. In 
both cases, they are projecting 
an increase in slots revenue. So, 
yes, we see table games having 
a positive impact on purses.” 

Some horsemen aren’t buy¬ 
ing it. There are owners and 
trainers who have come to mis¬ 
trust Penn National Gaming 
and will automatically oppose 
anything management wants. 
Among their complaints is that 
stalls have been taken away 
from horsemen who speak up 
against management. 

“The perception is that any¬ 
body who speaks up against 
them in any way is cut stalls,” 
Hale acknowledged. 

Britton said that manage¬ 
ment has never done anything 
to retaliate against local train¬ 
ers or anyone who has spoken 
negatively about track manage¬ 
ment. Rather, he said, horse¬ 
men lose stalls only when they 
fail to start an adequate number 
of horses. 

Hale said that any horseman 
who has a bad working rela-

tionship with Penn National 
Gaming will not only vote 
against table games but will 
convince friends, neighbors 
and relatives to oppose the ref¬ 
erendum. 

“I am against the table 
games because of the way 
management treats the horse¬ 
men,” said trainer Ken Gray, 
who does not have stalls at 
Charles Town. ‘Why should 
we do anything for them? Once 
they get what they want and 
get table games and don’t need 
our help, how badly will they 
treat us then? They have done 
nothing for the West Virginia 
horsemen and have put do 2 ens 
and do 2 ens of them out of 
business. 


“The local people are going 
to send PNGI a loud mes¬ 
sage. Unless they start treat¬ 
ing people in Jefferson County 
better, they’ll never get table 
games. They take stalls from 
local residents from Jefferson 
County and give them to out- 
of-town people. The West 
Virginia horsemen should 
come first. We’re the ones 
who helped them get the slot 
machines in and they promised 
us they would look after the 
local horsemen.” 

In Gray’s view: “There is 
no way this bill is going to 
pass, because the people don’t 
want it. I’ve talked to every¬ 
body. They’re not against table 
games, but they are going to 


send a message to PNGI that 
the people around here have 
had enough.” 

Hale agrees that strained rela¬ 
tions between Penn National 
Gaming and some horsemen 
will impact the election. 

“The people who vote are 
the horsemen hving in Jefferson 
County and they’ve been losing 
their stalls and have had vari¬ 
ous things happening to them,” 
he said. “They’re not happy. 
The general membership is not 
likely to vote for table games. 
They put this up for vote in 
December, so there is still time 
to make amends. I just haven’t 
seen any sign of that so far.” 

Still another problem stand¬ 
ing in the way of passage of 


the referendum is an anti-gam- 
bHng sentiment among many 
of the community’s religious 
leaders. Some of them beheve 
pari-mumel racing and slots are 
more than enough at Charles 
Town. 

“This is me speaking, but 
I see a lot of people out there 
in our area who have hit bot¬ 
tom,” said Jack Zaleski, who is 
on the board of directors of 
the Oakland United Methodist 
Church in Charles Town. ‘We 
do a lot of counseling and I 
am seeing people who can’t 
pay the rent, people who have 
had their electricity mrned off 
I can’t ascribe all that to gam¬ 
bling losses, but we have people 
in this community who have 
become gambling addicts.” 

Zaleski predicts that the 
vote will be close this time 
around, closer than it was in 
2007. 

“People are worried about 
the economy,” he said. “That’s 
why this has a chance.” 

Butit’s not just the economy. 
Table games are a contentious 
issue. Are they good or bad 
for racing, for the community, 
for society? It’s up to Jefferson 
County voters to decide. ^

Saratoga puts 
steeplechasing 
on racing’s 
biggest stage 


'np'he dance card for steeple¬ 
chasers at Saratoga con- 
J sists of one race every 
Thursday While that might 
sound meager, the hneup 
offers rich purses adding up to 
roughly $500,000-10 percent 
of the annual total distribu¬ 
tion in National Steeplechase 
Association-sanctioned races- 
and a chance to shine on rac¬ 
ing's biggest stage. 

Always the highlight of the 
six-week season, the Grade 1 
New York Turf Writers Cup 


was run on August 27 and illus¬ 
trated, once again, the close 
connection between flat and 
jump racing. 

Spy in the Sky, bred by 
Gainsborough Farm and trained 
early in his career by Kiaran 
McLaughlin, upset the historic 
stakes with a lOV^-length romp 
for Randleston Farm, trainer 
Jimmy Day and jockey Liam 
McVicar. 

The 5-year-old son of 
Thunder Gulch looked like an 
outsider on paper and went off 


at 20-1, but he ran hke a sure 
thing. He sat fifth of six early 
as favorite Slip Away carved 
out the early fractions, moved 
to second just outside leader 
Dalucci (Ire) on the final turn, 
and took over in the stretch. 
Sermon of Love (Danielle 
Hodsdon) finished second with 
Dalucci (Bernie Dalton) third. 

Time for the two and three- 
eighths miles was 4:34.16. The 
$100,000 race unraveled a bit 
in the entry box as just seven 
signed on and one of those. 
Mixed Up, looked like an insur¬ 
ance policy for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard (who also entered 
Sermon of Love). The day 
before the race. Planets Aligned 
scratched-leaving six on the 
program and perhaps just five 
starters. Despite the early indi¬ 
cations, Mixed Up started and 
finished a distant fifth as the 
156-pound highweight and 3-1 
second choice. 

Regardless, the win launched 
Spy in the Sky into any fall 
stakes discussions. He has hint¬ 
ed at big things for several 
seasons, and won a restricted 


stakes at Saratoga a year (to 
the day) earlier. His 2009 form 
started with three poor results 
in the spring before Day moved 
the chestnut to the flat (where 
he finished second and third 
in two Colonial Downs allow¬ 
ance races) and a middling fifth 
in a weaker Saratoga race on 
August 13. 

‘‘This season has been hard, 
but I don’t think it’s been any 
fault of the horse,” McVicar 
said. “Each time he ran, there 
was a problem. At Aiken, he 
got rank in front. At Atlanta, 
I fell off him. At Radnor, the 
ground was against him. Here 
the last time he jumped the first 
fence badly and sat last going 
two and a sixteenth miles.” 

None of that mattered in the 
Turf Writers, as Spy in the Sky 
lived up to some sohd morning 
efforts for Day. 

“You always know what he 
can do at home, so we’re always 
disappointed with him when he 
doesn’t run the way he can,” said 
McVicar, who works for Day at 
home in Virginia. “That’s who 
he is. I know he can run hke 
that. He picked a good day to 
do it and maybe we can build 
off it and get somewhere.” 

Day and Randleston Farm 
owners Jim and Mehnda Carter 
missed a career milestone, leav¬ 
ing McVicar to take the bows. 

“We’ve only got three mem¬ 
bers of the staff so I think 
Jimmy did everything himself 
today,” said McVicar. “Vicki 
Kennedy came up with the 
horse. We’ve got one in at 
Charles Town tonight so that’s 
more work to be done and 
we’ve got 18 in training at home. 
This is one for the httle guy.” 

Spy in the Sky didn’t begin 
hfe diat way. 

He started out as part of the 
Gainsborough operation and 
went to McLaughhn as a fairly 
promising 2-year-old. From the 
family of major stakes winners 
Storming Home, Music Note 
and others (aU descendants of 
2-year-old fiUy champion It’s in 
the Air), Spy in the Sky broke 
his maiden as a 3-year-old 
before proving that he needed

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a new career, and being sold 
to Day. 

^‘He was slow—he wanted 
two miles and you could tell 
that early,” said McLaughlin, 
who checked on his old horse 
in the paddock and watched 
the race. “It's great to see that 
horses have other lives. It's fun 
to see-Grade 1, Saratoga.” 

MIXED UP COLLECTS 
SECOND SMITHWICK 

Like a Little League dad 
shopping for the best oppor¬ 
tunity for his son, trainer Jon¬ 
athan Sheppard spotted stakes 
horse Mixed Up around this 
year and got him to the all-star 
game with a victory in Sara¬ 
toga's $100,000 A.P. Smithwick 
Memorial-NSAl on August 6. 

Elevated to Grade 1 status 
with a six-figure purse for the 
first time, the race did not dis¬ 
appoint, thanks to a strong field 
that also included Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Dark Equation, multiple 
stakes winner Planets Aligned, 


ultra-tough veteran Preemptive 
Strike and the streaking Shp 
Away. 

Nobody ran like Mixed Up, 
however. Bill Pape's 10-year- 
old Pennsylvania-bred sat off 
the early pace of Preemptive 
Strike, cleared a path on the 
final turn, edged outside for a 
run at the last fence, and won 
by a half-length as smoothly 
as Cal Ripken used to turn a 
double play. Gallant but beat¬ 
en, Maryland-bred Preemptive 
Strike finished second with 
Planets Aligned third. 

The winner covered the 
two and one-sixteenth miles 
in 3:50.19 while collecting his 
11th career steeplechase win. 

“He traveled today. I've rid¬ 
den the horse a million times; 
he probably jumped better, 
consistently for the whole time, 
today than he's ever done,” said 
jockey Danielle Hodsdon. “I 
thought he was travehng great, 
just toting me the whole way.” 

The veteran's sprightly effort 
may have had something to do 
with his preparation, as Shep¬ 


pard took advantage of some 
conditions (Mixed Up did not 
win in 2008 while starting just 
twice) and won restricted races 
at Aiken in March and Block 
House in April. Third behind 
Planets Aligned in a Grade 3 at 
Nashville, Mixed Up started his 
final Saratoga preparation with 
a second behind runaway win¬ 
ner Shp Away in the David L. 
“Zeke” Ferguson Memorial at 
Colonial Downs on July 12. 

Mixed Up once again pro¬ 
duced his best effort at the Spa 
to add the 2009 Smithwick to 
his 2007 victory in the race. An 
Echpse Award finahst in 2006, 
when he won the Turf Writers, 
Mixed Up also beat Preemptive 
Strike a half-length in the 2007 
Smithwick but closed that sea¬ 
son with two sub-par races in 
Grade 1 company. Sheppard 
put the son of Carnivalay away 
for the end of that season and 
only got two starts out of him 
in the spring of 2008. 

Leaning on the instincts 
from a HaU of Fame career, 
the trainer went old school and 


took Mixed Up off Lasix for 
2009. 

“He didn't run well in the 
Turf Writers here two years 
ago and then we ran him back 
in the Lonesome Glory and he 
nearly collapsed after the race. 
When we finally got him back 
to the barn and did some tests, 
they said he was very badly 
dehydrated and had a potas¬ 
sium imbalance; it could have 
been a result of having too 
much Lasix,” Sheppard said. “I 
wonder if these horses need aU 
this Lasix we give them anyway. 
So I said, ‘Shoot, I'm going to 
try him without it.' It was a little 
bit of a risk but he's been fine 
ever since.” 

Quick and agile. Mixed Up 
suits race track steeple chasing 
far better than the hiUy, stam¬ 
ina-testing race-meet courses. 
He won six races on the flat, 
including a Pennsylvania- 
bred stakes, before transition¬ 
ing to jump racing in 2004. 
The Smithwick win gave him 
$577,801 in jump earnings and 
$684,017 in his overall career.

SARATOGA 

ROUND-UP 

All six races at Saratoga 
are stakes, but the remaining 
four carry a restricted tag while 
showcasing younger, less-expe¬ 
rienced horses. Not that they 
put on bad shows. 

The season started with the 
$70,000 Jonathan Kiser for 
novices on July 30. The race 
drew a big field of 11, each 
with one win over jumps, and 
showcased a winner with deep 
Mid-Atlantic ties. Bill Eos sett's 
You the Man, a son of Lear 
Fan and the Spring Double 
mare No Fat Chicks, won his 
second consecutive race for 
Maryland-based trainer Todd 
Wyatt and un-re tired-for-a-day 
jockey Arch Kingsley. 

You the Man let runaway 
leader Mabou open a big lead, 
and set up shop in third. A 
mistake at the fourth fence 
nearly sent Kingsley to the turf, 
but You the Man persevered 
and reached the front on the 
final turn as Dugan, Jellyberry, 
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Tricky Me, Left Unsaid and El 
Viaje aU drafted into position. 

Taking first run, You the 
Man turned the corner with a 
lead and repelled a last chal¬ 
lenge from Left Unsaid to 
win by one and three-quarters 
lengths with El Viaje the same 
margin back in third. 

The winner completed two 
and a sixteenth miles in 3:56.80 
and gave Wyatt and Kingsley an 
emotional win. 

The longtime friends paid 
tribute to the race’s namesake, 
champion jockey Jonathan 
Kiser, by teaming up for a race. 
Because of the big field, Wyatt 
needed a jockey. Kingsley, now 
a trainer in South Carolina, 
was available and accepted the 
mount because Wyatt called. 

‘d’m still retired,” Kingsley 
said. ^‘This was me and a buddy 
getting together in memory 
of an old friend. That’s what 
motivated me. Todd, the horse, 
Jonathan Kiser. Let’s do this.” 

A former assistant to Shep¬ 
pard and Tom Voss, Wyatt 
enjoyed the moment. 

‘‘To win my first race here, 
the Kiser, with Arch riding 
him. . . ” he said. “To have my 
wife [Blair] and my baby [James] 
here; Tom and Jonathan are 
here. It means everything.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Eos sett. You the Man won once 
in 16 flat starts for several train¬ 
ers and made his jump debut 
this spring at Fair Hill. Fourth 
there, the 4-year-old punched 
his Saratoga ticket with a maid¬ 
en hurdle win at Penn National 
on July 3. 

^ When he came on the 
steeplechase scene as a 5-year- 
old in 2008, Dynaski turned 
heads because of his si 2 e (hulk¬ 
ing), breeding (by Dynaformer) 
and performances (two wins and 
two seconds in four starts). 

He did not run last faU, but 
picked up where he left off by 
overpowering eight others in 
the $70,000 Ben Nevis Stakes 
on August 13. Owned by Armata 
Stable and trained by Voss, 
Dynaski (Peter Buchanan) trav¬ 
eled wide throughout, gave 


everyone a tittle hope by hesi¬ 
tating while in front before the 
last fence, and powered home 
to win by one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths over Arcadius, with 
Grade 1 winner Swagger Stick 
third. Final time was 3:54.59 for 
the two and one-sixteenth miles. 

Once part of trainer Jim 
Bond’s flat string, Dynaski will 
have to test the open stakes 
waters this faU, but looks plenty 
ready. 

“He was pricking his ears at 
the last. I was waiting for some¬ 
one to come to give me a lead,” 
said jockey Peter Buchanan, 
who spent the summer with 
Voss in Saratoga while taking a 
break from his English career. 
“He was never headed. Only 
when he heard them did he 
go again. When I heard them, 
I gave him one flick and then 
I used hands and heels. I’m 
delighted to ride nice horses. 
It doesn’t matter where you 
are, it’s good to come and ride 
good horses. Trust yourself, 
trust your horse.” 

^ Voss and Buchanan col¬ 
lected their second victory of 
the meet a week later with The 
Fields Stable’s Left Unsaid. The 
4-year-old finished second to 
You the Man three weeks earlier 
and defeated that rival (and nine 
others) in the $70,000 Michael 
G. Walsh Memorial Stakes for 
novices on August 20. 

Another son of Dyna¬ 
former, this one by way of 
Bobby Frankel’s California divi¬ 
sion, Left Unsaid followed the 
Saratoga steeplechase model 
with a maiden win at first ask¬ 
ing in April, an allowance tight¬ 
ener at Penn National in July, 
and then the big money in New 
York. 

“He’s that good. He won 
in a canter in his first start, 
then got a bad trip the second 
time [when finishing fourth], 
and I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened the last time. He was 
just green, looking around a 
tittle,” Voss said. “He was a 
tittle novicey the last time and 
he was a tittle novicey this time, 
but [Buchanan] rode him with a 


lot of confidence and never let 
him do anything he didn’t want 
to do, just let him run to the 
last fence and he got it good. It 
was aU over by then.” 

Left Unsaid broke from the 
11th spot, but found the inside 
and saved ground for much of 
the race as Tricky Me set the 
pace. The winner slid into a 
stalking spot on the final mrn, 
waited for the stretch and easily 
passed Tricky Me to score by 
eight and a quarter lengths with 
Nationbuilder third. He cov¬ 
ered the two and three-eighths 
miles in 4:36.78. 

Buchanan learned a tittle 
about the horse from their first 
try together. 

“He was even a bit green 
today, but the horses around 
him carried him a bit over the 
hurdles and that helped him 
learn a lot; it will help him 
when he has to step up next 
time against a better group of 
horses,” the jockey said. “I was 
really happy with him. He’s 
only 4 and he rides tike it. But 
he’s going to be a lovely 5-year- 
old. There’s a lot more there.” 

Left Unsaid lost all nine flat 
starts for Frankel, who bred 
the horse with Mrs. Jerome 
Amerman, but finished second 
once and third four times while 
gaining comments tike “ral¬ 
lied,” “up for third,” “awaited 
room,” “forced three-wide” 
and “missed third.” He never 
raced beyond a mile and an 
eighth on the flat. 


GOOD NIGHT SHIRT 
TO MISS FALL 
SEASON 

Two-time defending steeple¬ 
chase champion Good Night 
Shirt will miss the rest of 2009 
with a suspensory injury. The 
Maryland-bred won Eclipse 
Awards in 2007 and 2008 while 
dominating the Grade 1 divi¬ 
sion, and was in contention for 
a third title with a win and a 
second this spring. 

Trainer Jack Fisher was 
prepping Sonny Via’s 8-year- 
old for a faU campaign when 
the injury was discovered. 

“He had a big ankle and he 
flexed off so we X-rayed and 
ultra-sounded his ankle. There’s 
a tittle fluid in his joint, but 
everything looked good,” 
Fisher said. “WhUe we were 
doing that, we scanned every¬ 
thing and he’s got a tittle bit of 
damage to his suspensory. 
Nothing that bad, but it’s there. 
He had a tittle tilting after Nash- 
viUe [a second in the Iroquois- 
NSAl], but he also had some 
cuts. He probably did it there.” 

Fisher plans to rest the son 
of Concern until next year, and 
hinted at a summer remrn. 
Bred by leading Maryland 
breeders Tom and Chris Bow¬ 
man, Good Night Shirt is sec¬ 
ond on American steeplechas¬ 
ing’s career earnings list with 
$1,006,493-a tittle more than 
$300,000 behind McDynamo.^

LAUREL PARK 
WITH 11-DAY 
SUMMER MEET

inally, back to Maryland. 

Racing action returned 
to Laurel Park on August 1. 
The 11 -day summer meet fea¬ 
tured Maryland-bred stakes 
(see writeups on page 73), turf 
racing and shorter commutes 
for local horsemen who had 
spent most of the summer bat¬ 
hing the traffic to and from 
Colonial Downs. 

No one capitalized on the 
return to Laurel hke John 
Robb. The Laurel-based trainer 
unleashed nine runners. Seven 
of them won and the other two 
finished second. Now that’s a 
homecoming. Robb earned his 
first training title at a major 
Maryland track since capturing 
the 2004 winter meet. 

Bigdaddysgirl collected 
two races for Robb. The train¬ 
er fooled bettors-his horses 
returned an average of $15.60 
for a two-doUar wager. 

^‘Things just went really 
good,” Robb said. ‘‘I wasn’t 
surprised. One horse surprised 
me and paid $40, the rest I 
expected. I had been running 
aU over the country this sum¬ 
mer-Presque Isle Downs, 
Monmouth, Virginia-more 
than normal. I had a good sum¬ 
mer and this meet mrned out 
real good too.” 

Robb helped apprentice 
Dusty Shepherd to the riding 
title. Shepherd’s agent, Mark 
Rosenthal, gallops for Robb 
and made the introduction. 


‘‘He had been coming down 
for about a month, breezing 
the horses, so he knew them, 
which helped,” Robb said. “I 
really hke that kid; horses seem 
to reaUy run for him. This kid 
will just be sitting there and 
horses will be circhng the field. 
I haven’t seen anybody get run 
out of a horse hke that since 
[Chris] McCarron and [Kent] 
Desormeaux. He’s going to be 
real good.” 

Colonial’s leading trainer, 
Hamilton Smith, wasted no 
time when racing shifted to 
Laurel. Smith sent out Lee 
Christian’s Wachacha to win 
a 2-year-old maiden special 
weight on August 1. Colonial’s 
leading jockey, Rosemary 
Horneister Jr., guided the win¬ 
ner, who upended Benedicta 
and Saltin the city. Wachacha 
went five and a half furlongs 
in 1:05.61. 

A 2-year-old fiUy by Sultry 
Song, Wachacha scored by two 
and three-quarters lengths. 
She was bred in Kentucky by 
Christian and Ben Kerrigone. 

Gary Capuano and Paul 
Fowler combined to win a maid¬ 
en special on August 1 with Sir 
Duncan. Tony Maragh guided 
the 3-year-old son of Parker’s 
Storm Cat. Bred in Maryland 
by Mrs. Raymond Burnette, Sir 
Duncan sold at the 2007 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearhng Sale for $10,000. The 
half-brother to stakes winners 
Tropical Punch and Happy 
Surprise earned $15,960 in his 
third start. 

Colonial Downs’s leading 
owner, David Ross, contin¬ 
ued his winning ways as racing 
shifted from the Virginia oval 
to the Maryland hub. 

On August 8, Ross gar¬ 
nered an allowance win with 
Schleprock. Trained by 
Michael Pino and ridden by 
Horn eis ter, Schleprock finished 
the mile and a sixteenth over 
the firm turf in 1:41.42. Ross 
claimed the 3-year-old son of 
Touch Gold for a hefty $50,000 
earlier in the year at Gulfstream 
Park and picked up a $16,000 
claimer at Colonial before step¬ 


ping up the ladder to take the 
allowance race at Laurel. 

A day later, Ross and Pino 
teamed up to win an allowance 
with Cherokee Spirit. Anna 
Napravnik guided the winner, 
who won by a nose, getting five 
and a half furlongs in a quick 
1:01.91. 

The 5-year-old son of 
Cherokee Run picked up his 
sixth career victory from 25 
starts. After four consecutive 
starts at Woodbine, two last fall 
and two this spring, Cherokee 
Spirit returned to Colonial 
Downs to garner a two-oth- 
er-than allowance race before 
winning at Laurel. 

On August 14, Ross and 
Pino combined to win a claim¬ 
er with 7-year-old turf veteran 
Westmoreland. The son of 
Danzig fought off Missing Blue 
by a neck after a mile and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:43.68. Napravnik 
did the honors. 

Graham Motion capitalized 
on the allowance condition 
with Colonel Rutledge, who 
earned a win on August 9. The 
3-year-old son of Orientate 
won his first two starts while 
trained by Ken McPeek last 
summer at EUis Park, includ¬ 
ing the James C. Elks Juvenile 
Stakes. Motion took over the 
decisions and tried the chest¬ 
nut colt in three stakes spots, 
finishing fourth, second and 
third while shipping to Charles 
Town, Woodbine and Presque 
Isle Downs. 

Finally avoiding a long ship. 
Colonel Rutledge swept to the 
allowance win. Clinton Potts 
steered the winner, who went a 
mile and a sixteenth in 1:40.41 
over nine rivals. 

Dane Kobiskie and PTK 
LLC enjoyed a strong Laurel 
stand, doubling on August 14 
and picking up another win a 
week later. 

Saltinthecity kicked off 
the double when handhng 
eight foes in a $35,000 maiden 
claimer. Jenna Joubert put the 
juvenile daughter of Salt Lake 
near the lead and all she had 
to do was run down The Last 
Dancer, which she did to win 


by a length and a quarter, com¬ 
pleting five furlongs in :59.4L 
Purchased for $41,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sale, the fiUy 
was dropping into a claiming 
spot for the first time in her 
three-race career. 

Six races later, the owner/ 
trainer combination repeat¬ 
ed, this time scoring with 
Kalorama Moon in an option¬ 
al claimer for $25,000. Joubert 
did the riding duties again, 
rallying from sixth to outrun 
Tripped by a neck. The five and 
a half furlongs was completed 
in 1:03.51 over the firm mrf 
course. 

Kobiskie claimed the Mary- 
land-bred 4-year-old all the way 
back in May 2008 when she 
finished fourth in a $25,000 
maiden claimer. She took 11 
months to make her next start. 
Since then, she’s talked six 
times in 10 tries, winning at 
Penn National, Pimkco, Charles 
Town, Colonial Downs (twice) 
and Laurel. She made six starts 
over a six-week span in the 
spring. 

A daughter of Mojave 
Moon, Kalorama Moon ticked 
her earnings to $109,360 with 
the victory. 

On August 23, PTK and 
Kobiskie upset an allowance 
race with Love Me Later, who 
hustled five and a half furlongs 
to win by two lengths. Joubert 
guided the 3-year-old son of 
Not For Love to the off-the- 
turf victory, accompkshed in 
1:04.23. Entered for main track 
only. Love Me Later cokected 
his second career victory in his 
seventh kfetime start. 

Valora Testerman and 
Equivine Farm picked up a 
maiden win with Rhyme 
N Rhythm on August 15. 
The 3-year-old daughter of 
Yonaguska shot to the lead 
under Craig Gibbs and shook 
off aU chakenges to win by 
two lengths. Making her 
third career start, the $30,000 
Timonium 2-year-old purchase 
improved from a fourth and 
third in her first two starts to 
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pick up the $15,960 check for 
the Pennsylvania-based farm. 

Hard-hitting Oh My Me 
My earned his 11th career 
victory when taking a starter 
allowance for All T’s Stable 
and trainer Henry Walters on 
August 21. 

The 6-year-old Maryland- 
bred gelding rallied from sixth 


CHIRAC UPSETS 
MONMOUTH 
PARK’S 
ISELIN-G3

T he best jockeys, Hke come¬ 
dians, must have a knack 
for improvisation. Elvis 
TrujiUo, Monmouth’s leading 
jockey, demonstrated that when 
he rode 12-1 longshot Chirac 
in the $300,000 Phihp H. Isehn 
Stakes-G3 on August 22. 

TrujiUo is an aggressive rider, 
and he justly earned national 
acclaim for his premeditated, 
aU-in ride on Presious Passion 
in the United Nations-G1 in 
July. His IseUn ride on Chirac 
may have been even better. His 
first decision was improvised 
and immediate-and it made all 
the difference. 

The Isehn field of six 
included the Nick Zito-trained 
Coal Play, a lover of the local 
strip and determined frontrun¬ 
ner who had won the Salvator 
Mile-G3 in that fashion. 
Everybody expected Coal Play, 
the 4-5 favorite, and jockey Joe 
Bravo to assume the lead-even 
Jane Cibelh, the trainer of 
Chirac. 

But Coal Play broke tepidly, 
and Chirac broke weU. Chirac 
had rated in recent outings, but 
TrujUlo found himself in front 
a few strides out of the gate. 
He peeked to his right, saw 
Coal Play churning his wheels 


under Jenna Joubert to win 
his third consecutive start. 
Surprisingly, Oh My Me My 
has never finished second in 
43 starts. 

Meda Cahaba Stable and 
LiUth Boucher picked up right 
where they left off from the 
Colonial stand when taking 
an aUowance race on August 


21 with Class Bopper. The 
4-year-old homebred is versa¬ 
tile. He was champion 3-year- 
old in the steeplechase world 
last year but has found Ufe 
soothing on the flat circuit this 
year. Sheldon Russell guided 
the son of Bop to victory, trav- 
ehng a mile and a sixteenth in 
1:43.44. It was win number

in the slop, and sent his long- 
shot to the front. The others 
would have to catch them.

Heading into the final 
turn, Trujillo and Chirac set sail 
as the rest of the field toiled 
behind. Their lead widened in 


the stretch and they won by 
six and three-quarters lengths. 
Chirac covered nine furlongs 
in 1:49.11. For the 4-year-old 
gelding owned by his breeder, 
Pia Kirkham, it was his biggest 
career score and first graded 
victory. 

You and I Forever closed 
belatedly for second and 
Pampered Sir finished third.

Solar Flare (Arg), third in the 
Salvator, was an early scratch 
by trainer Larry Jones.

CibeUi said 
she would run Chirac next in 
the Meadowlands Cup-G2 on 
October 16. 

Trainer Larry Jones began 
the Monmouth meet with a 
trio of stakes wins from On the 
Menu, Solar Flare and Maren’s 
Meadow, with an eye toward 
bigger races later in the sum¬ 
mer. A stakes winner of his 
who appeared later, in July, 
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turned out to be the one to 
deliver a big one. 

Just Jenda, who won the 
Serena's Song Stakes on July 19, 
came back to win the $200,000 
Monmouth Breeders' Cup 
Oaks-G3 on August 15. Jones 
won the race for the second 
straight year-Maren's Meadow 
did it in 2008. 

Just Jenda was a deserving 
7-10 favorite following her 
dominant Serena's Song victo¬ 
ry. Gabriel Sae 2 , Jones's regular 
rider, perfectly timed her pow¬ 
erful rally. Just Jenda tracked 
the early pace set by Malibu 
Prayer and High tap most of 
the way. Sae2 waited until the 
top of the stretch, and once 
she saw daylight past the eighth 
pole Just Jenda surged past the 
frontrunners. 

The margin of victory was 
four and one-quarter lengths 
as Just Jenda covered one and 
one-sixteenth miles in 1:43.69 
over a fast track. Mahbu Prayer 
came back for second place, 
and Hightap finished third in 
the 10-horse field. 

Jones said the Monmouth 
Oaks had been his goal for Just 
Jenda all summer long. 

‘‘She likes this track very 
well," he said. “We were very 
pleased with her race here four 
weeks ago. Once again, she 
showed that was a valid race." 

A chestnut filly by 
Menifee—^Liberty School, by 
Pine Bluff, Just Jenda won her 
fourth race (aU stakes) from 
seven starts this year. The Oaks 
was her second win in a graded 
event, following her victory 
in the Grade 3 Honeybee at 
Oaklawn Park in March. Her 
career bankroll increased to 
$414,380. Of her few losses 
this year, one is clearly excus¬ 
able—an IHA-length defeat by 
Rachel Alexandra in the Fantasy 
Stakes-G2 at Oaklawn. 

Jones said Just Jenda would 
hkely run next at Keeneland, 
and the Breeders' Cup may be 
a possibility. His wife, Cindy, 
is the owner of Just Jenda and 
she intends to train the filly

One race before the Mon¬ 
mouth Oaks, the toteboard did 
not teU the whole story in the 
$60,000 Continental Mile 
Stakes for juveniles on the turf 
Listed at 99-1-the highest 


number that can fit there- 
remote longshot Two Notch 
Road was, in fact, 107-1. This 
was made clear after Two 
Notch Road won the race in a 
stunning upset. 

What was so stunning 
was that Two Notch Road, a 


Virginia-bred gelding owned 
and trained by Glenn Thomp¬ 
son, won as if he were the 
favorite. This was no fluke. 
Jockey Shannon Uske rode the 
uber-longshot confidently. He 
rated Two Notch Road several 
lengths behind a sharp pace 
down the backstretch, held his 
spot patiently on the inside 
nearing the final turn, and, as 
others swung wide, found a 
chasm-hke opening at the top 
of the stretch. 

Given that opening. Two 
Notch Road was full of run, 
and he went on to win by a 
length and a quarter. Nine oth¬ 
ers finished behind him, none 
with longer than 19-1 odds. 

Two Notch Road, a son 
of Partner's Hero—Capiano, 
by Capote, was not even sup¬ 
posed to be in the race. He was 
entered in a $25,000 maiden 
claiming event on August 7, but 
threw his rider behind the gate 
and ran off, becoming a last- 
minute scratch. He had raced 
three times on the dirt before 
trying grass for the first time in 
the Continental Mile, and had 
never been closer than sixth. 

“I'm always a shoot-for-the- 
moon type of guy," Thompson 
said. “I wanted to try him on 
turf and this was the next logi¬ 
cal spot [after his mishap the 
previous week]. I thought he 
would handle the grass and I 
guess it was meant to be for us 
to be in this race." 

Mother Nature has been 
fickle and cruel to Monmouth 
on its biggest days in recent 
years. In 2007, a monsoon 
accompanied the two-day 
Breeders' Cup in its inaugural 
appearance here. This year, a 
storm dampened Haskell day, 
on August 2, cutting into the 
expected crowd attracted by 
mega-filly Rachel Alexandra. 

Those who stayed through 
the afternoon rain saw Rachel 
Alexandra's memorable per¬ 
formance in the Haskell (see 
article on page 28). But because 
of the conditions, most of the 
seven undercard stakes were 
reduced to small fields, and 
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D’wlld Ride rallied three-wide to nip Fearless Leader by a head in the Regret 
Stakes. Carlos Marquez Jr. was aboard for the victory, timed in 1:09.52.

A 5-year-oldmare by Captain 
A1—Sunshine Lover, by Badger 
Land, Captain's Lover was 
making her third start in this 
country. She had won stakes in 
her native South Africa and in 


France. John Velazquez rode 
the winner, who covered nine 
furlongs in 1:51.60 on a sloppy 
sealed track. 

‘‘It was a good effort for her 
first time on the dirt," her train¬ 


er, Todd Fletcher, said. “We 
weren't sure how she would 
handle it but she had trained 
well enough on it to give it a 
try." In addition to the purse, 
the owners of the top three 
will get their choice of selected 
seasons to stallions standing 
at Taylor Made Stallions in 
Kentucky. 

Four went to the gate in 
the $100,000 Jersey Derby. 
Despite the Odds, runner-up 
in the Long Branch Stakes and 
winner of Belmont's off-the- 
turf HiU Prince-G3, was a pro¬ 
hibitive 2-5 favorite. But he 
was no match for Endymion, 
who dueled with Despite the 
Odds in upper stretch and 
put him away in the final six¬ 
teenth. Ridden by Joe Bravo for 
trainer Christophe Clement, 
Endymion covered a mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:44.22. 

Owned by John Fort's 
Peachtree Stable, Endymion 
picked up his first stakes win 
in his second attempt. He is a 
Kentucky-bred colt by Tapit— 
Forever Young, by Shadeed. 

Main track stakes were also 
hampered. Only three of the 
eight entered went to the gate 
for the $100,000 Regret Stakes 
for fillies and mares at six fur¬ 
longs. 

SiUy Goose Racing Stable's 
D’wild Ride, the longest shot 
at 5-2, ended a string of three 
straight seconds with a late 
three-wide rally to nip Fearless 
Leader by a head. Ridden by 
Carlos Marquez Jr., she covered 
six furlongs in 1:09.52. Sunday 
Geisha finished third. 

Joe Orseno trains D'wild 
Ride, a 4-year-old filly by 
D'wildcat—Summer Storm, by 
Peace for Peace. 

In the $100,000 Lady's 
Secret Stakes for fillies and 
mares, Glencrest Farm's Devil 
House made good after her 
second-place finish in the race 
last year. This time she went to 
the front and never stopped. 
Chuck Lopez harnessed her 
speed through moderate frac¬ 
tions and let out a notch in the 
stretch. She won easily by three 


the Oceanport, Taylor Made 
Matchmaker and Jersey Derby 
turf stakes were moved to the 
main track. The first two lost 
their graded stams as a result. 

In the three-horse $200,000 
Oceanport, originally scheduled 
as a Grade 3, Get Serious led 
the whole way. In the stretch 
he resolutely held back Kiss 
the Kid for a neck victory. Kiss 
the Kid trailed Get Serious by a 
length on the backstretch, and 
at the eighth pole the two were 
inseparable, but Get Serious 
would not be denied. He cov¬ 
ered one and one-sixteenth 
miles on a sealed sloppy track 
in 1:43.02. Pleasant Strike, the 
only other starter, crossed the 
wire four and a quarter lengths 
back. 

Get Serious, the 7-10 favor¬ 
ite, has won stakes on turf and 
dirt for owners James Dinan, 
Jacques Moore and Phantom 
House Farm. The Oceanport 
was his third stakes victory of 
the Monmouth season in four 
starts. The versatile 5-year-old 
New York-bred, a son of City 
Zip—Java Gal, by Java Gold, 
has flourished since he was 
gelded near the end of 2007, 
not long after he threw his 
rider in the post parade of the 
Pegasus Stakes on Breeders' 
Cup Day at Monmouth. 

As for his next start, trainer 
John Forbes is aiming for a 
return to the grass. “I think 
he tolerates it [the slop] more 
than anything," he said. “He's a 
tough guy, and Kiss the Kid is 
a tough horse. . . It was a good 
time for him to digin today and 
get serious." 

In the $200,000 Match¬ 
maker, originally a Grade 3, 
the one mare with no dirt 
experience dominated her four 
rivals. Captain’s Lover (SAQ, 
a Team Valor International- 
owned import, cruised past 
American Border on the final 
turn and drew off to win by 
seven lengths over Princess 
Haya. American Border was 
a length and a quarter back in 
third. 
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lengths and covered a mile and 
a sixteenth in 1:43.47. 

Talkin About Love, the 
2007 Monmouth Oaks win¬ 
ner, closed from last to finish 
second. Jasmine Gardens, the 
17-10 favorite, finished a length 
behind her in third. 

For Devil House, a Bruce 
Levine trainee, it was her first 
win in five starts in 2009. Three 
times she had finished second. 
The speedy mare has now 
earned $406,888. 

In the $100,000 Teddy 
Drone Stakes at six furlongs. 
Fleet Valid stalked the pace, 
emerged with the lead midway 
on the turn, and doggedly held 
off Keep Laughing by three- 
quarters of a length. With 
jockey Pablo Morales up. Fleet 
Vahd covered the distance in 
1:08.77. He's So Chic finished 
third. 

A $14,000 claim at Aqueduct 
in April by trainer Scott Volk 
for Shillelagh Racing Stables, 
Fleet Valid has won all three 
races since the barn change. 
This was his eighth win in 26 
starts. 

‘‘He's just a plain, good 
horse," Volk said of the 6-year- 
old gelding. “He was a good 
horse when he was young, he hit 
the bottom, and now he's come 
back. He loves Monmouth and 
hkes a wet track, so he had it 



his way today. He was a terrific 
claim." 

Almost two years ago, 
Ac tin Good won the Grade 
3 Pegasus on the first day of 
the Breeders' Cup in similarly 
wet conditions. Once again he 
did it on a big day, winning a 
desperate bob in the $100,000 
Majestic Light Stakes. 


Ridden by Kent Desor- 
meaux, Actin Good seized the 
lead after four furlongs, inched 
away at the top of the stretch, 
and dug in gamely to hold off 
Acting Zippy. Acting Zippy put 
a nose in front a few jumps 
from the wire, but Actin Good 
got the nod. He covered a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:43.76. 


Bobby DiBona trains Actin 
Good, a 5-year-old gelding by 
Yes It's True—Hollow Design, 
by Colonial Affair, for Corrigan, 
DiCosmo and Leo-Sag Stables. 

Chirac, the 3-2 favorite, fin¬ 
ished fourth, his first loss fol¬ 
lowing three straight wins. He 
would return to win the IseHn. 

Scenes for the Columbia 
motion picture The Bounty 
were shot at Monmouth on 
August 18. Sunshine always 
brings out the best in this gra¬ 
cious old seashore track, and 
the sun out in full force as stars 
Jennifer Aniston and Gerard 
Butler arrived at the track by 
helicopter for filming. Some 
600 extras were bused in to be 
part of crowd scenes. 

It was a dark day at the 
track. Monmouth helped set 
up the racing scenes, providing 
horses and jockeys to simulate 
_ races. Jockeys who participat- 
I ed were Luis Rivera Jr., Fehx 
Ortiz, Jose Velez Jr., Pedro 
Cotto Jr., Francisco Maysonett 
and Navin Mangalee. Trainers 
Ben Perkins Jr., Tony Wilson, 
Patrick Bottazi, Luis Carvajal 
Jr. and others provided horses. 

This movie isn't the first to 
be filmed at Monmouth. Other

S ince its inception six 
years ago, the Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred 
Program (DCTP) has been an 
unqualified success. Instigated 
by the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association to help 
preserve and expand the state's 
agricultural and farm base, and 
to compensate for the lack of 
a state breeding program, the 
DCTP has grown from 110 
certified runners in 2003 to 
more than 1,600 in 2009. 

To become eligible, a horse 
must spend a minimum of 90 
days on a Delaware farm or 
training facihty prior to March 


31 of his or her 2-year-old 
season. 

On August 22, Delaware 
Park showcased the quahty of 
Delaware Certified horses with 
four restricted $75,000 stakes- 
the First State Dash Stakes for 
2-year-olds at five furlongs. 
Small Wonder Stakes at five 
furlongs for 2-year-old fillies. 
Tax Free Shopping Distaff 
Stakes at six furlongs for fillies 
and mares, and New Castle 
Stakes at six furlongs for 3-year- 
olds and up. 

The 2-year-old stakes were 
carded for the turf but switched 
to the sloppy main track. 


In the First State Dash, 
Golden Ghost and Toboggan 
Slide locked horns at the start, 
and their protracted duel result¬ 
ed in a dead-heat finish, despite 
repeated contact in the drive. 
The time was :59.07. 

Steeplechase Farm's home¬ 
bred Golden Ghost, trained 
by Michael Gorham, broke 
his maiden while making his 
third career start. The first 
winner for his freshman sire, 
Ghostzapper, Golden Ghost 
is also the first winner from 
the now deceased Grade 1- 
winning Virginia-bred million¬ 
aire Mandy's Gold (by Gilded 
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Steeplechase Farm’s Golden Ghost and Daniel 0’Ryan’s Toboggan Slide 
finished in a dead heat for victory in the First State Dash.

Time), whom Gorham also 
trained. 

Toboggan Slide, a Maryland- 
bred son of Rock Slide condi¬ 
tioned by his owner, Daniel T 
O’Ryan, kept his record flaw¬ 
less at two starts and two wins. 

The Tax Free Shopping 
Distaff showcased a stunning 
upset by Maryland-bred Sarah 
Cataldo. Sent off at third-lon- 
gest odds in the field of 11, 
the Richard Small-trained filly 
closed with a rush to score 
by three-quarters of a length, 
rewarding her backers with an 
$87 mutuel payoff Her time 
was 1:12.86. 

Sarah Cataldo campaigns 
for Tom and Chris Bowman, 
Milton Higgins and Matthew 
Haney’s Two Legends Farm. 

From the first crop of 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness- 
winning Pennsylvania-bred 
Smarty Jones, she was bred 
by the Bowmans, Higgins, Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Sutton and 
Patricia Chapman from the 
accomplished producer Mes- 
cahna (by Smarten), whose 
earlier offspring include Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby-G2 winner 
Love of Money, a son of Not 
For Love who is now at stud in 
Pennsylvania. 

Sarah Cataldo is named for 
an 11 -year-old Chester town, 
Md., girl who had a heart 
transplant in 2007, around the 
time the filly was born at the 
Bowmans’ nearby farm. 

“Smarty Jones overcame 
a lot,” said Chris Bowman. 
“So it seemed appropriate to 
name this filly after Sarah.” An 
account of the girl’s bravery in 
the face of her illness can be 
found at www.dragonflyheart 
camp.org. 

Secretintelligence once 
again showed his affinity for 
the Delaware surface, leading 
all the way in the New Castle 
Stakes. Bred and owned by 
Win More Stables and trained 
by Tim Ritchey, the 6-year-old 
son of Pennsylvania Derby-G2 
winner Smart Guy won by a 
half length in 1:11.61. 


Secretintelligence won the 
2007 edition of the Delaware 
Certified Stakes, and has placed 
in four other added-money 
races at the Stanton oval. 

Southern Truth scooted 
under the wire nearly three 


lengths in front in the Small 
Wonder Stakes after shipping 
down from Monmouth Park. 
Owned by Bill and Vicki Poston 
and trained by Jason Servis, the 
juvenile daughter of Yes It’s 
True was timed in :58.77. 


Bred in Kentucky by Dela¬ 
ware resident Herb Moehs, 
Southern Truth was part of 
Moelis’s auction-topping 
CandyLand consignment at 
last year’s Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall Yearhng 
sale. Although her price- 
$50,000-was comparatively 
modest, she was a pick of 
high-rolling bloodstock agent 
Bu22 Chace, who bought her 
on behalf of the Postons. In 
getting her stakes win, she 
increased her earnings to 
$83,200 from four starts. 

Executive director of racing 
John Mooney said he’s pleased 
with the way the racing pro¬ 
gram has gone this year. 

Through the end of July, 
Delaware averaged 8.2 horses 
per race, Mooney noted, which 
is the highest in a number of 
years. As a consequence, han¬ 
dle has risen. 

“There’s no doubt that the 
new outfits from the Midwest 
have played a major part,” said 
Mooney. “They came to run, 
and they did. Our backstretch 
is currently fuU, and there’s a 
waiting hst for stalls.” 

Mooney, who was brought 
on board in May 2008 to 
address the problem of 
short fields at Delaware Park, 
brought with him a wealth of 
experience, having served as 
the track’s general manager 
until the early 1990s, when he 
left for executive posts at the 
Maryland tracks, and subse¬ 
quently Colonial Downs. 

One of Mooney’s first moves 
s prior to the 2009 meet opener 
I was to bring in veteran racing 
I secretary Pat Pope, whose ties 
I to Midwestern tracks helped 
I attract new outfits from Texas, 
Louisiana and Kentucky. 

From the Midwest came 
Cody Autrey (Delaware’s lead¬ 
ing trainer through August 
26), Wilham Bennett (win¬ 
ner of several stakes races 
with Acting Zippy), Michael 
Stidham and Ron Moquett. 
Kentucky-based trainers with 
a presence at Delaware include 
Steve MargoHs, Neil Howard, 
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Brad Cox, Robert O’Connor, 
Wallace Dollase and Helen 
Pitts-Blasi. 

Trainer Sam Cronk and 
New Jersey owner/breeder 
Ericka Neuberg have tasted 
much success during their 18 
years of joint participation in 
the horse business, but one of 
their more satisfying afternoons 
came on August 15, when they 
teamed up to win two races 
with Neuberg homebreds. 

Their first winner came in 
the fourth race, when 2-year- 
old Quiet Monk (a New 
Jersey-bred son of Real Quiet) 
won his maiden debut at odds 
of 12-1. Four races later, 
5-year-old Rustyshouldrun 
(a Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Patton) hung on for a narrow 
victory in a starter allowance. 

Rustyshouldrun ‘Vas cut 
out to be a really nice horse,” 
said Cronk, ‘Tut after winning 
his first two starts for me [at 2 
and 3] in a very professional 
manner, he was found to have 
a broken bone in his left front 
foot.” 

Cronk said that Rustyshould¬ 
run had a dangerous - and 
unusual—habit, which he thinks 
caused the broken foot. 

“This horse had a death 
wish,” said Cronk. “Every day, 
after getting a bath and being 
put back in his stall, he would 
roU and get cast. He was deter¬ 
mined to do it, and he would get 
up against the stall wall, upside 
down. I would always have to

have someone be around to 
help him, and it became pretty 
worrisome at night.” 

Off for 18 months follow¬ 
ing treatment at the New Jersey 
Equine Chnic in Millstone 
Township, N.J., Rustyshouldrun 
has returned to win three races, 
boosting his career total to 
$49,580. 

Cronk said that Neuberg 
acquired Rustyshouldrun’s 
dam. Dusty’s Valor (by Dusty 
Screen), for free at Philadelphia 
Park after she bowed a ten¬ 
don. The mare had several 
fillies, none of whom “could 
run at all,” before delivering 
Rustyshouldrun. She has been 
retired from the broodmare 
ranks and is currently used as 
a trail horse. 

Rustyshouldrun earned 
a special place in history on 
December 18, 2008, when 
he gave jockey Rosemary 
Homeister Jr. her 2,000th 


career victory at Tampa Bay 
Downs. 

“He’s a bona fide runner,” 
said Cronk. 

Cronk divides his year 
between Tampa Bay Downs 
and Delaware Park, saying the 
two tracks complement each 
other nicely. 

“I used to stay here in 
Delaware, but the winters are 
too cold,” he said. 

Jockey David Cohen, who 
is riding his first fuU season 
at Delaware Park, had an out¬ 
standing afternoon on August 
1, guiding four of his six 
mounts to the winner’s circle. 

Cohen’s quartet of winners 
were Ski Ensign and No Mine 
for Me (both trained by Steve 
Klesaris), Tri Power (Michael 
Murray) and Seneca Summer 
(Cody Autrey). 

The record for most wins in 
a single day at Delaware Park 
is six, set by Eldon Nelson in 


1958. It has been equaled five 
times-by George Cusimano 
(1968), Gregg McCarron 
(1974), Jimmy Edwards (1984) 
and Mike McCarthy (1997 and 
’98). 

A 24-year-old native of 
Arcadia, CaHf, Cohen began 
his career in horse racing on 
that circuit, at first walking hots 
and grooming for his father, 
Morry Cohen, who had moved 
to California from Utica, N.Y. 

“I think trainers respect me 
more because I had a lot of 
experience working with horses 
before I started riding,” said 
Cohen. 

Once he started to ride, 
Cohen received plenty of advice 
from his mentors Laffit Pincay 
Jr. and Patrick Valen 2 uela. He 
credits his success as a rider to 
their teachings. 

“When I was younger, 
I loved sports and competi¬ 
tion,” he said. “There’s nothing 
I would rather do than ride. . . 
this is my passion.” 

Before switching his tack 
to the East Coast in 2008, 
Cohen compiled a sohd record 
in California. He won major 
stakes with Proud Tower Too, 
and traveled to Dubai to win 
the Golden Shaheen-Gl with 
the speedster in 2006. 

Through racing of August 
24 at Delaware Park, Cohen 
held a commanding lead in the 
jockeys’ standings, 102 to 77, 
over Anna Napravnik. ^ 


TONY BLACK 
IS BACK IN 
THE SADDLE 
AGAIN AT 
PHILADELPHIA 
PARK 

LINDA DOUGHERTY 


A t 58, Tony Black is pre¬ 
paring for the end of his 
long and successful career 
in the saddle, but he isn’t quite 
ready to call it quits. 

After spending late fall 
and winter on the sidehnes. 
Black decided he stiU craved 
the excitement of riding, and 
climbed back into the saddle 
exercising horses in the morn¬ 
ing for several trainers at 
Philadelphia Park. 


In late July, he began com¬ 
peting in races again, and prior 
to the track closing on August 3 
for a summer hiams rode seven 
starters, winning four times and 
placing twice. 

“Last November, I stopped 
riding primarily because I didn’t 
have the business,” said Black. 
“I contemplated packing it in, 
but I still like getting on horses. 
Also, I would really hke to win 
the last race of my career. It 


would be hke bookends — I won 
the first race I ever rode, and 
I’d hke to win my last.” 

The winningest rider in 
Philadelphia Park’s history. 
Black has compiled impressive 
statistics since booting home 
his first winner. Stand by Me, at 
now-defunct liberty Bell Park 
on June 15, 1970. From 33,358 
starts through August 17, he 
has won 5,121 races, with 4,437 
seconds and 4,304 thirds, and 
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$60.8 million in purse earnings. 
He ranks among the 25 all-time 
winningest riders in the sport. 
Black has won numerous major 
stakes races, competed in the 
Kentucky Derby, and ridden 
sprint champion My Juhet. 

When Black won his 5,000th 
career race at Philadelphia Park 
on May 1,2006, he was only the 
21st jockey in North American 
history to do so. 

Known for his aggressive 
style of riding. Black led a sur¬ 
prisingly injury-free career up 
until the last several years. Most 
recently, he broke his shoulder 
in a spiU at Philadelphia in early 
2008, but recovered to return 
later that year. 

When the time comes to 
hang up his tack, very possi¬ 
bly this autumn. Black said he 
would like to stay involved in 
the sport in some capacity. 

‘d went through a Racing 
Accreditation program in 
Louisiana and applied for an 
open steward's position at 
Philadelphia Park,” he said, 
‘‘but I was told I didn't have 
the qualifications.'’ 

Black's uncle, riding great 
Sam Boulmetis Sr., was a New 
Jersey state steward for many 
years, as was his cousin Sam 
Boulmetis Jr., who held that 
post at Philadelphia Park before 
resigning early in 2009. 

Black said that he is seri¬ 
ously contemplating getting his 
trainer's license upon retire¬ 
ment, and feels that he wiU do 
well. 


“Most of the time, people 
think that jockeys can't become 
good trainers,” he said. “That's 
not true - there have been many 
who have made a successful 
transition. One big advantage 
for me is that I wiU be getting 
on my own horses.” 

Black continues his involve¬ 
ment in the group Philadelphia 
Park Jockeys, formed to protect 
the riders' safety and benefits. 
He said that he helps keep 
an eye on expenses, and that 
the group is currently trying 
to have improvements and 
updates made to the jockeys' 
room, which dates to 1974. 

One of the issues to which 
Black has lent his voice is 
that of making veterinarians 
accountable for their treatment 
of horses, which directly affects 
the safety of jockeys. 

“There are some veterinar¬ 
ians that do right by the horse, 
while there are others who will 
do anything to get one more 
race out of a horse for their 
chents,” he said. “That is one 
of the issues that has a real 
impact on riders, because when 
a horse breaks down, the rider 
is in danger. 

“The industry has already 
introduced soft, cushioned 
whips, and barred toe grabs, 
but not one organi 2 ation is 
really attacking the problem- 
the drug use and medical 
treatment of these animals. 
Veterinarians are the ones who 
inject, block and tap. . . if the 
veterinarians are held account-

able for their actions in some 
way, there would be more vet¬ 
erinarians thinking twice before 
they act.” 

Black said there are ways 
to help sore horses therapeuti¬ 
cally, but not everyone wants to 
give a horse time. 

“You give horses a chance 
to recover from their inju¬ 
ries and problems, not have 
a veterinarian treat them and 
run them back in two or three 
days,” he said. “They say it's 
not economically feasible to 
give a horse time off, but some 
are doing it successfully, and 
it extends the careers of these 
animals, to boot.” 

Following the live program 
on August 2, Philadelphia 
Park took a four-week hiatus 
from its hve racing schedule to 
perform maintenance on the 
racing surface. Many trainers 
viewed the break as an oppor¬ 
tunity to take a much-needed 
vacation from the year-round 
grind, while others conducted 


business as usual, shipping to 
nearby tracks in New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware as well as 
to Penn National. 

The track commenced live 
racing again on August 29, with 
a brand-new Jumbotron in the 
infield. 

During the break, Philadel¬ 
phia Park continued to offer 
simulcast racing seven days a 
week. 

When hve racing went on 
hold, Kendrick Carmouche 
sat atop the 2009 riders' stand¬ 
ings, with 105 wins from 508 
starts and $2.7 miUion in purse 
earnings. 

Carmouche passed former 
leader Fergal Lynch, who was 
banned by the track for a one- 
year period in late July after 
it was discovered that he had 
been involved in a race-fixing 
scandal in Britain. 

At the time of his ban. 
Lynch had 99 wins from 625 
starts at Philadelphia Park this 
season, for $2.4 miUionin purse 
earnings. 

In third position was Frankie 
Pennington, who had ridden 85 
winners from 432 starts, earn¬ 
ing $2.06 milhon. 

On the trainers' side, Scott 
Lake was on top of the stand¬ 
ings, winning 51 races from 
286 starts, for purse earnings 
of $1.3 milhon. Ed Auwarter, 
who took over many of the 
training duties for the sus¬ 
pended Jayne Vaders, was sec¬ 
ond with 44 wins, while Randy 
AUen was third with 42. W 


EX-CLAIMER 
STARS IN 
FIRST-EVER 
$200,000 
STAKES AT 
PENN NATIONAL

O n August 1, Tim Kreiser, 
Penn National's third- 
leading trainer, got one 
of the biggest thrills of his 
career as Cardashi, a horse he 
claimed for $10,000 in February 
at Penn National for Mason 
Dixon Stable, won the $200,000 
Pennsylvania Governor's Cup 
Handicap - the richest race ever 
run at Penn National. 

Kreiser, who was vacation¬ 
ing at Saratoga, watched the 


Governor's Cup from a har¬ 
ness simulcast facihty in upstate 
New York, and thus was nota¬ 
bly absent in the winner's circle 
celebration as the 7-year-old 
gelding was brought in by jock¬ 
ey David Cora. 

Over a yielding turf course, 
Cardashi, sent off at odds of 
nearly 30-1, defeated a tal¬ 
ented group of turf sprint¬ 
ers, including graded winner 
Smart Enough. Blue Sailor, 


coming off a rousing win at 
Philadelphia Park, was second, 
beaten one and a half lengths, 
and Chamberlain Bridge was 
third. Favored Smart Enough 
was fifth, bogged down on the 
deeper rail throughout. Final 
time for the five furlongs was 
:56.23. 

Kreiser said he claimed 
Cardashi because he noticed 
his big feet and turf breeding, 
and immediately saw improve- 
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ment when he moved the horse 
to the turf. 

Earher in his career, 
Cardashi was toiling in rock- 
bottom claiming company, even 
competing for a $5,000 tag at 
Thistledown in late 2005. 

Cardashi earned $120,000 
for the Governor’s Cup victory. 
In 41 previous career races, he 
had amassed $146,085. 

‘d was pretty numb when 
he hit the wire,” said Kreiser. ‘d 
asked myself. Why did I come 
up here [to Saratoga]?’ The 
richest race in Penn National 
history, and I’m not there. I 
bet 2 ero dollars. I was hoping 
with a good trip to maybe run 
third.” 

The Pennsylvania Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup was the major pri 2 e 
of the richest racing week¬ 
end in Penn National’s 37-year 
history, feamring seven stakes 
worth a total of $675,000, and 
overall purses of nearly $1 mil- 
hon. 

The festivities got off to a 
soggy start on Friday, July 31 
when heavy afternoon thun¬ 
derstorms forced management 
to move aU four scheduled 
turf events to the main track, 
including that day’s headlin¬ 
er, the $100,000 Jenny Wade 
Handicap. 

The move triggered 32 late 
scratches, nearly 30 percent of 
the horses who had been set 
to compete on the top-quality 
card that carried $410,000 in 
purses. 

The Jenny Wade initially 
attracted a field of 12 fillies 
and mares, but five defected 
due to the surface switch. The 
five-furlong event was a thriller 
nonetheless, as Ruby Stables 
and Steve Klesaris’s Casanova 
KiUer set a new track record, 
si 22 ling the distance in :56.56, 
and lowering On the Phone’s 
old mark of :56.60 set on July 
13,1996. 

The even-money favorite 
under jockey David Cohen, 
Casanova Killer broke in the 
air at the start but quickly 
recovered to rush up and chase 
Fancy Diamond through an

opening quarter in :21:98. She 
sei 2 ed command on the turn, 
then turned on the afterburn¬ 
ers down the stretch to win by 
six and three-quarters lengths. 
Fancy Diamond was second, 
while MikesHttlegirl was third. 


It was the first career stakes 
win for Casanova Killer, a 
4-year-old daughter of Storm 
Boot. Although bred in 
Kentucky by Lavin Bloodstock, 
Casanova Killer (out of 
Casanova Marker, by Miner’s 


Mark) hails from a female 
family developed by leading 
Virginia breeder Edward P. 
Evans, whose Spring HiU Farm 
is located in the hamlet known 
as Casanova, Va. 

A $7,000 Keeneland 
September yearling, Casanova 
Killer now has a total of five 
wins, two seconds and three 
thirds from 17 starts, for earn¬ 
ings of $215,020. 

‘‘We planned on scratch¬ 
ing if the race had stayed on 
the grass,” said Klesaris, who 
watched the Jenny Wade on 
TVG, which began broadcast¬ 
ing Penn National racing for 
the first time that evening. 

“She broke quickly and 
took to the track really well,” 
said Cohen. “I was just a pas¬ 
senger today. When the race 
was moved off the grass, it 
knocked out some of those 
tough horses.” 

Also on July 31, Stonestreet 
Thoroughbred Holdings’s Bold 
Union collected her fourth win 
from eight lifetime starts when 
she humbled six rivals in the 
$75,000 Femme Fatale Stakes 
at six furlongs, winning by 
nearly five lengths in the very 
quick time of 1:08.65. 

Ridden by Jose Vele 2 Jr. 
for trainer Kelly Breen, the 
daughter of Dixie Union was a 
$75,000 Keeneland September 
yearhng purchase, and has 
earned $192,800. 

In the $75,000 Red Carpet 
Stakes, originally scheduled for 
a mile and a sixteenth on turf 
s but switched to the good main 
5 oval, 5-year-old Dattts Our 
I Girl won her first-ever stakes in 
I her 22nd start, defeating Miss 
Q Blue Tye Dye by three and a 
“ half lengths in 1:45.01, a race 
that scratched down to four 
contestants. Rap Tale was third, 
followed by Shall We Gather. 

The winner, a daughter of 
Thunder Gulch, was ridden by 
Jeremy Rose for trainer Mark 
Hennig. 

Complementing the Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup card were three 
other stakes-the Capital City, 
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Turf Starlet and East Hanover 
Township Stakes. 

In the $75,000 Capital City 
for 3-year-olds, royally bred Dr 
Large survived a close finish as 
he posted a neck victory over 
Shine for Steve in the one-mile 
grass test, also run on a yielding 
course. Heros Image was third. 

A son of A.P. Indy—Debit 
Account, by Mr. Prospector, 
Dr Large races for Rick Porter’s 
Fox HiU Farms and trainer Larry 
Jones. He had won his last start, 
an allowance, at Delaware Park 
prior to his first stakes win in 
the Capital City. 

Two-year-old filhes took 
center stage in the $75,000 
Turf Starlet Stakes, run at 
five furlongs on yielding turf 
Getting her picture taken in the 
winner’s circle was The Elk- 
stone Group’s Letter of the 
Law, a daughter of Stormy 
Atlantic—Feather Boa, by Saint 
Ballado, who had last started 
at Woodbine for trainer Ron 
Potts. 

Jockey Harry Vega guided 
Letter of the Law to a one 
and a half-length tally over 
favored Greeley’s Rocket and 
Mis Pardner Rules in :57.87. 
Letter of the Law was a $4,000 
weanling purchase at the 2007 
Keeneland November sale, and 
has now earned $72,347. 

Pashito the Che captured 
the $75,000 East Hanover 
Township Stakes for trainer 
Scott Lake and owners Tuna 
Stable LLC and Off the Hook 
LLC, winning by nearly two 


lengths and covering the six 
furlongs on dirt in 1:09.17. 

The 3-year-old Flatter colt 
defeated favored Great Love, 
with Ask Joe third. 

A mere $1,700 weanling 
purchase at the 2007 Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
October sale, Pashito the 
Che now has a bankroll of 
$109,090. 

As the weekend drew to a 
close, vice-president of racing 
Chris McErlean said that aU in 
all, it was a ^Tig success.” 

According to McErlean, 
the night of the Governor’s 
Cup generated the highest live 
handle since Penn National 
moved into its new Hollywood 
Casino building in February 
2008. On-track handle was a 
reported $146,000, and total 
handle was $1.7 million. Total 
handle on the Governor’s Cup 
was $377,365, believed to be 
the highest ever on the race. 

The Governor’s Cup was 
also broadcast for the first 
time—shown live on ABC-27 
in central Pennsylvania. 

Jockey Dana Whitney vis¬ 
ited the winner’s circle four 
consecutive times on the night 
of August 18, the first three 
aboard Scott Lake-trained 
horses. 

Whitney’s winning spree 
began with Geroni in the fifth 
race, continued with Pretty Boy 
Forest in the sixth and Yes 
Yes Ohyes in the seventh, and 
wrapped up with the Stephanie

When trainer Marya Mon¬ 
toya claimed Wannabe for 
$20,000 at Philadelphia Park in 
December 2008, little did she 
think that the 6-year-old son 
of PetionviUe would jump up 


and earn more than $70,000 
for her in less than a year. But 
that’s what happened, thanks 
to a surface switch to grass and 
a little TLC by Montoya, who 
conditions only a handful of 
horses. Wannabe’s most recent 
victory came on August 19, 
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when he defeated nine rivals 
in an allowance race at odds 
of 14-1 under jockey Victor 
Molina. 

Montoya said she was as 
surprised as Penn handicappers 
when Wannabe won by two and 
three-quarters lengths over the 
soft going, with Ready to Play 
second, though he has always 


‘‘stepped up to the plate’’ on 
grass. 

“When I got a Racing Form, 
I saw one horse [in the field] 
had just gotten beat a nose 
in a open stakes race, while 
another horse ran fourth in a 
open stakes race, getting beat 
just a length, and almost every 
horse had won its last start. 


some their last two starts,” said

BIG GUNS 
ROLL IN FOR 
CHARLES 
TOWN’S RACE 
FOR THE 
RIBBON NIGHT

C ount jockey Robby 
Alb ar a do among the 
newest fans of the 
five-eighths-mile dirt oval at 
Charles Town. The nationally 
prominent rider, best known 
for his 2007 Preakness Stakes 
win aboard CurHn, left Charles 
Town with a favorable impres¬ 
sion of the racing surface in his 
first visit to the track. 

Then again, winning tends 
to create warm feelings for any¬ 
one, and Albarado did plenty 
of that during Charles Town’s 
Race for the Ribbon night on 
August 15. Riding for trainer 
Steve Asmussen, Albarado 
piloted three consecutive stakes 
winners. 

“I Hked it. It’s very nice,” 
Albarado said of the track sur¬ 
face. “It’s fast.” 

Aboard 2-year-old Western 
Smoke for the $100,000 Charles 
Town Juvenile, Albarado got 
a scorching run from the daz¬ 
zling colt. Western Smoke (by 
Smoke Glacken) demohshed 
the field with a 12-length 
win, covering seven furlongs in 
1:24.99. That performance by 


the J. Kirk and Judy Robison- 
owned colt ranked as the most 
impressive of the night, but 
Albarado and Asmussen were 
far from finished dominating 
the winner’s circle. 

In the next race, the $100,000 
Miss Shenandoah for 2-year- 
old filhes, Albarado guided 
Hehgbrodt Racing Stable’s 
Kinsolving for an eye-popping 
surge to run down pacesetter 
Down Town AUen for a one 
and a quarter-length victory. 
Kentucky-bred Kinsolving, a 
daughter of Posse, completed 
the four and a half furlongs 
in 52.08 seconds as the even- 
money favorite. 

The night soon got even 
more lucrative for owners Bill 
and Corine Hehgbrodt. For 
the card’s marquee race, the 
$250,000 Charles Town Oaks, 
Albarado took the reins on 
another Asmussen-trained filly 
fielded by Hehgbrodt Racing 
Stable. 

Like her stablemates. Four 
Gifts went off as the odds-on 
favorite, and with good reason. 
The multiple stakes-winning 
fiUy was content to sit just off 
the pace set by locally based 
Beware of the Bop. Albarado 
and Four Gifts took control 
heading for the homestretch in 
the seven-furlong race and had 
plenty left to hold off a deter¬ 
mined charge by Florida ship- 
in Royal Card. Four Gifts won 
by a half length in 1:24.82. 

Although Albarado had a 
flawless night in the saddle, he 
didn’t want to take much credit 
for the dominating night. 


“To be honest, man, I was 
just a passenger for aU three of 
those races,” Albarado said. “I 
just had to hold on.” 

James Carter’s Beware of 
the Bop, who had won six con¬ 
secutive starts for trainer Tim 
Grams at Charles Town before 
the Oaks, finished sixth while 
making a big step up in com¬ 
pany. 

With aU the success Alba¬ 
rado enjoyed at the Race for 
the Ribbon night, he wasn’t 
perfect. Robert L. Cole Jr.’s Ju 
Jitsu Jax made sure of that 
in the race immediately before 
Albarado’s 3-for-3 streak. 

Running in the four and 
a half-furlong West Virginia 
Sprint Derby for 3-year-olds, 
Florida-bred Ju Jitsu Jax broke 
through for his first win since 
April. Trained by Scott Lake, 
the Tiger Ridge colt perked 
up nicely for the shorter dis¬ 
tance after previously running 
six-furlong and seven-furlong 
races this season. Jockey J.D 
Acosta brought Ju Jitsu Jax 
home for a five and a half- 
length win-against a field that 
included Albarado aboard Big 
Push-in :50.97. 

Perhaps unfairly overshad¬ 
owed by Asmussen’s big night 
was a strong showing from 
trainer Gary Capuano. In the 
$50,000 Sadie Hawkins Stakes, 
Capuano-trained Jolie Ange, 
a 3-year-old daughter of Lion 
Hearted owned and bred by 
Nancy Terhune, bested eight 
older West Virginia-bred fil- 
Hes and mares, including race 
favorite Saxet Heights. Johe 
Ange posted a four and a quar¬ 


ter-length win in 1:25.67 under 
jockey Josean Ramirez. 

Capuano admitted that 
drawing the number one post 
for the Sadie Hawkins was a 
big boost for Johe Ange, as 
Ramirez had her on the rail 
from the outset and stubbornly 
stayed there the rest of the 
way. 

“She’s got a lot of talent,” 
Capuano said. “She’s fast, but 
we’ve been trying to work on 
her relaxing. She’s kind of a 
nervous filly, but when she 
does get the lead she gets a big 
heart and she’s pretty quick.” 

Capuano completed a dou¬ 
ble for Terhune in the night’s 
final race, saddhng another 
3-year-old Lion Hearted fiUy, 
Aspenglow, to a hard-charging 
five-length win in an allowance 
race for state-bred filhes and 
mares. 

The remaining stakes on the 
card, the $75,000 Pink Ribbon 
Stakes at seven furlongs for fil¬ 
hes and mares, went to Wihiam 
R. Harris’s accomphshed home¬ 
bred Sweet Goodbye. Trainer 
Christopher Grove sent out 
Sweet Goodbye for her third 
win at Charles Town off of a 
nine-month layoff Last year’s 
champion Maryland-bred 
3-year-old fiUy, Sweet Goodbye 
(by Louis Quatorze) scored by a 
half-length, defeating All Night 
Labor and Coastal Solace. 

Track favorite Russell 
Road made two more visits 
home, and both times put a 
smile on owner Mark Russell’s 
face. In the $50,000 Robert 
G. Leavitt Memorial Stakes 
for 3-year-old state-breds on

August 8, Russell Road bree 2 ed 
to a five-length win in 1:25.46 
over seven furlongs. Trained by 
James W Casey Russell Road 
(by Wheaton) was back in 
action two weeks later for the 
$50,000 Frank Gall Memorial. 
That race, a seven-furlong test 
for state-breds 3 and up, again 
proved no trouble for the tal¬ 
ented Russell Road. Once more 
under jockey Eric Camacho, 
Russell Road charged to a two 
and one-quarter-length victory 
in 1:25.29. 

Also on the August 22 race 
card, owners Barclay Kirkland 
and Susan Schramm got an 
impressive performance from 
2-year-old Captain Kirkland 
in the $50,000 Henry Mercer 
Memorial. The Patricia Simp- 
son-trained Captain Kirkland, 
with jockey Alexis Rios-Conde 
aboard, won by a neck in :52.61 
over Son of a Bar. It was a 
quick turnaround for Captain 
Kirkland, who posted a half- 
length win in a maiden special 
weight at four and a half fur¬ 
longs on August 15. 

Patricia Sanders on-owned 
Nay’s Tap also enjoyed a short 
turnaround in August. After 
posting a two and a half-length 
win (in :51.94) in a four and 
a half-furlong maiden special 
weight on August 9, the West 
Virginia-bred 3-year-old (by 
Northern Afleet) was back on 
the track a week later under 
jockey Michael McGowan. In 
another four and a half-furlong 
sprint, the Debra J. Ketterman- 
trained runner posted a one- 
length win in :51.28. 

John P. Casey's Mr. Prime 
Time notched a quality win in 
an allowance race on August 21.

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KENTUCKY DERBY WINNER PUTS 
SPOTLIGHT ON WEST VIRGINIA 


Kentucky Derby winner 
at Mountaineer Park? 
Twenty years ago, the 
idea would have been just plain 
laughable. But on August 1, 
2009, more than 20,000 fans 
crowded the ght 2 y casino/ 
resort/race track in the far 
reaches of the West Virginia 
panhandle for a serious glimpse 
at racing history, as Kentucky 
Derby-Gl hero Mine That 
Bird entered the starting gate 
in Mountaineer’s Grade 2 
$750,000 West Virginia Derby 
Horse racing being the 
unpredictable sport that it is. 
Mine That Bird didn’t win. 

In a stunning upset, Zayat 
Stables LLC’s Soul Warrior, 
who sat out the Triple Crown 
races and counted as his best 
previous effort a runner-up 
performance in the Iowa Derby, 
surged past frontrunning Big 


Drama in the shadow of the 
wire and scored by a neck. 

Mine That Bird made his 
patented move from last place, 
and appeared to be on a win¬ 
ning track in midstretch, but 
hung in the final sixteenth and 
finished third, a length and a 
half behind Big Drama. 

Soul Warrior, from the far- 
flung stable of Steve Asmussen, 
whose famous charge Rachel 
Alexandra denied Mine That 
Bird victory in the Preakness, 
paid $48 as half of an entry 
with fifth-place finisher Sunday 
Sunrise. It was the fourth-high- 
est mutuel payoff in a total 
of 40 runnings of the West 
Virginia Derby. 

With Dale Beckner aboard. 
Soul Warrior carried a feath¬ 
ery 111 pounds (11 pounds 
less than highweighted Mine 
that Bird), and put the finish¬ 


ing touch on the mile and an 
eighth contest that was run in a 
relatively slow 1:51.46. 

Mine That Bird’s rider, Mike 
Smith, blamed himself for 
the mind-numbing defeat. ‘‘It 
was just total rider error,” said 
Smith. “I thought I had to give 
myself a chance going down 
the backside when I saw how 
far in front the other horse [Big 
Drama] was. Mine That Bird 
just needs that one short run, 
and I used too much of him 
too soon.” 

Chip Woolley, Mine That 
Bird’s trainer, offered a sadly 
similar assessment: “My horse 
did kind of the same thing 
he did in the Belmont Stakes 
[where the result was a third in 
the race won by Summer Bird],” 
Woolley commented. “What 
worked so well for us in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness 


was getting him behind horses, 
which prevents him from mov¬ 
ing too soon. Until we do that 
again, I think we’re going to 
have problems.” 

The West Virginia Derby, 
raised to a purse value of 
$750,000 for its 2005 running 
after slots created an entirely 
new purse structure at the once 
lowly Mountaineer, made its 
debut as a Grade 2 race in 
2009. 

Asmussen has trained the 
winner in three of the last five 
years, the others being Real 
Dandy (2005) and Zanjero 
(2007). 

Soul Warrior, a son of 
Lion Heart bred in Kentucky 
by David Hanley, was pur¬ 
chased by Zayat Stables owner 
Ahmed Zayat for $290,000 
at the 2008 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March sale of

The $457,500 
winner’s share of the purse for 
the West Virginia Derby raised 
Soul Warrior’s career earnings 
to $589,720 from seven career 
starts. 

The presence of a Kentucky 
Derby winner drew a si 2 eable 
contingent of state officials to 
West Virginia’s premier race 
day. On hand for the occasion 
was Governor Joe Manchin, 
who took the opportunity to 
affirm the state’s commitment 
to the racing industry. 

‘Tf the state gets greedy, the 
industry won’t be able to devel¬ 
op,” said Gov. Manchin, refer¬ 
ring to the division of gaming 
revenue. “We built our racinos 
around the sport of racing.” 

The West Virginia Derby 
was the centerpiece of a racing 
card offering nine stakes worth 
a total of $1,520,000 in purses. 

Despite his major disap¬ 
pointment, Smith tied with C.J. 
Lanerie as the leading rider of 
the day; each won three stakes 
on the program. 

Shadowbdancing, a 4-year- 
old Florida-bred son of Mont- 
brook, led all the way under 
Randy Meier to score a domi¬ 
nating eight-length victory over 
six rivals in the $125,000 West 
Virginia Governor’s Stakes 
at a mile and a sixteenth for 

3- year-olds and up. Owned by 
RNB Racing LLC and trained 
by Terrel Gore, the colt has 
made his mark in the Midwest, 
winning or placing in seven 
earlier stakes. 

Runner-up in the West Vir¬ 
ginia Governor’s was Maryland- 
bred Encaustic, a 5-year-old full 
brother to Grade 1-winning 
millionaire and 2001 Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year Include 
(by Broad Brush—lUeria, by 
Stop the Music). 

A Maryland-based run¬ 
ner, Lindy Redding’s Ravalo, 
starred with Smith aboard in 
the $110,000 Harvey Arneault 


Memorial Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes, a six-furlong contest 
for 3-year-olds and up. 

Donald Barr, who trains the 
5-year-old Kentucky-bred son 
of Mutakddim at Laurel Park, 
shipped Ravalo to Mountaineer, 
where he started as the prohibi¬ 
tive favorite. It was the second 
stakes win in the last two starts 
for Ravalo, who captured the 
Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3 
on Preakness day at Pimlico. 

In the $110,000 West 
Virginia Senate President’s 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes, West 
Coast-based Ti 2 fi 2 was barely 
pressed while recording a two- 
length victory over 10 rivals 
with Lanerie in the irons. The 
5-year-old Ti 2 now mare, owned 
by Brian Kahn and the Richard 
J. O’Neill Trust and trained 
by John Good, won the San 
Gorgonio Handicap-G2 earlier 
this season. Mountaineer’s mile 
and 70-yard turf stakes for fil¬ 
lies and mares marked her third 
career stakes win. 

The only Mid-Atlantic-bred 
to score a victory on the card 
was For Royalty, a 2-year-old 
Not For Love fiUy who car¬ 
ried the banner for Maryland 
in the six-furlong $85,000 
Mountaineer Juvenile Fillies 
Stakes. 

Bred by Charles and Cynthia 
McGinnes of Thornmar 
Farm in Chester town, Md., 
For Royalty was sold by the 
McGinneses for $250,000 at 
the 2008 Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 


Selected Yearhngs sale. 
Campaigning for Twin Creeks 
Racing Stable and trainer Todd 
Pletcher, For Royalty kept her 
record perfect at 2-for-2 with a 
one-length score under Smith 
at Mountaineer. 

She is the third stakes per¬ 
former for her stakes-winning 
dam, Taft Lil Queen (by Irish 
Open), whose El Corredor 
colt El Viento was the cham¬ 
pion imported 2-year-old colt 
in Puerto Rico as well as co¬ 
champion Maryland-bred 
2-year-old male of 2005. 

Asmus sen’s stable also 
struck big in the first race of the 
day, the $85,000 Mountaineer 
Juvenile Stakes, sending out 
Robert Gentry’s homebred 
Prince Rooney to an over¬ 
whelming 15-length triumph in 
the six-furlong contest. Lanerie 
was aboard for the win. A 
Kentucky-bred son of Tale of 
the Cat, Prince Rooney has 
found the winner’s circle in 
each of his two starts. He is a 
grandson of Hall of Fame race 
mare Princess Rooney. 

West Virginia-bred Kid 
Kearny Gabe finished second 
in the Mountaineer Juvenile for 
owner Joseph Testa and trainer 
OlHe Figgins III. 

The classy 6-year-old Yate’s 
Black Cat earned his first career 
stakes win when Lanerie piloted 
him to a one-length score in the 
$85,000 West Virginia House 
of Delegates Speakers Cup, 
run at a mile and 70 yards 


on the turf. Bred in Kentucky 
by James P. Gallagher, Yate’s 
Black Cat is owned by Jerry 
Crawford and Adam Wachtel 
and trained by Dale Romans. 
Three times stakes-placed ear¬ 
lier in his career, including a 
second in last year’s Canadian 
Turf Handicap-G3, he boosted 
his total earnings to $422,665

I Smith hustled B Jock Racing 
LLC’s Piratesonthelake to an 
early lead in the four and a half¬ 
furlong $85,000 West Virginia 
Legislature Chairman’s Cup, 
and the 5-year-old gelding pre¬ 
vailed by a length and a half, add¬ 
ing to his bounty that includes 
a score in the 2007 Kenmcky 
Cup Sprint Stakes-G3. His 
final time was a speedy :5L6L 
Bred in Florida by Sunrise 
Stable South, Piratesonthelake 
(by Lake Austin) is trained by 
James DiVito. His career total 
is $324,393 from 25 starts and 
seven wins. 

Despite her obvious affin¬ 
ity for Mountaineer, the Mary- 
land-bred mare La Chica Rica 
faltered and finished last; the 
6-year-old Bella CaveUo Stables 
runner has won the last two edi¬ 
tions of the Hancock County 
Handicap, a springtime fixture 
at this track. 

Tequilas Dayjur staged 
a mild upset in the $85,000 
West Virginia Secretary of 
State Stakes, a six-furlong 
test for fillies and mares. TD 
Houghton piloted the 4-year- 
old Dayjur fiUy to a length and 
a half-victory over 8-5 favor¬ 
ite Nadeshiko. It was the first 
stakes win for Tequilas Dayjur, 
who was bred in Kentucky by 
her owner. Dean Hayes. James 
Jackson trains the winner, who 
now boasts five victories from 
13 starts and $217,281 in earn¬ 
ings. 

All-sources wagering on 
the nine-stakes card totaled 
a reported $3,600,116, an aU- 
time record for the track.

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his 3-year-old Kentucky-bred 
filly Carolina Tapper in an 
allowance race for fillies and 
mares on August 20. Under

WHISTLE PIG 
IS HORSE FOR 
THE COURSE AT 
PRESQUE ISLE 
DOWNS

W histle Pig is money 
in the bank when he 
appears at Presque Isle 
Downs. He proved it once 
again with a sohd two-length 
victory in the $7 5,000 Leematt 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
on August 21, although the 
return was small as he went off 
as the 4-5 favorite. It was his 
fifth career stakes score at the 
track (the 5-year-old boasts a 
Presque Isle lifetime record of 
8-6-1-1). And two trips to the 
western part of the state this 
year have yielded stakes wins. 

Trained by Andrew Carter 
for HACK Stable, Whistle Pig 
has made fewer than a quarter 
of his lifetime starts at the Erie 
track, but he has amassed near¬ 
ly half of his $632,166 in earn¬ 
ings in those trips. In his quest 
for a second consecutive run¬ 
ning of the Leematt at six and 
a half furlongs. Whistle Pig 
faced a field of five. His rivals 
included Diplomatic Charm, 
winner of two of his last three 
at the track and beaten but two 
lengths by Frisky Thunder in 
his previous start, the Leeward 
Stakes, and 2008 stakes winner 
Juke Joint. 


Whistle Pig, guided by Dale 
Beckner, was content to settle 
in fourth behind the quick early 
pace set by Juke Joint. Posting 
fractions of :22.86, :45.85 and 
1:09.55, Juke Joint was stiU on 
the lead as the field turned into 
the stretch, but Whistle Pig was 
launching his drive. Rallying 
four-wide on the turn, the dark 
bay son of Patton mowed 
down those in front to draw 
off in 1:15.71. The time was .67 
seconds off his own track 
record set when winning the 
2008 Presidentialaffair Handi¬ 
cap. Diplomatic Charm edged 
Juke Joint for second. 

Bred by Elizabeth Hough¬ 
ton out of the Commadore C. 
mare Yanni’s Girl, Whistle Pig 
has won 13 of his 36 starts. He 
was claimed by his current con¬ 
nections as a maiden for 
$10,000 in the fourth start of 
his career on May 27, 2007. 

The race for leading trainer 
broke wide open in August 
when Jamie Ness upped his 
win total to 46, recording 21 
wins from 41 starts over a four- 
week span through August 23. 


Winning at a sensational 32 
percent clip for the meet, he 
was 20 wins ahead of his near¬ 
est pursuer, Joseph Martin. 
Ness also leaped into fourth 
place on the national leading 
trainers list by wins, with 164, 
trailing only Steve Asmussen, 
Scott Lake and Jerry HoUen- 
dorfer, the latter ahead by three 
wins. 

The turnaround was attrib¬ 
uted to an adjustment in train¬ 
ing his runners over a synthetic 
track, said the 34-year-old Ness. 
“I was training like I always 
train on a dirt track, but found 
I had to back off” After a few 
weeks, he also had time to eval¬ 
uate his horses’ progress over 
the surface. “The success all 
comes down to really good 
owners and staff, having my 
horses in good condition and 
placing them in good spots.” 

Ness has about 50 horses in 
training total, spht between 
Presque Isle and Thistledown 
this past summer. He gained a 
major client earlier this year. 
Rich Papiese of Midwest Thor¬ 
oughbreds. “We’re a blue-coUar 


stable,” said Ness, who noted 
he claimed about as many run¬ 
ners as he lost at the current 
meet. 

The bulk of Ness’s wins 
came in lower-level claiming 
company, and included the 
return of Cookie’s Gold after 
a nearly 15-month absence. 
The 7-year-old Formal Gold 
mare, sent off as the 3-5 favor¬ 
ite in the nine-horse field, fin¬ 
ished strongly to win by two 
and three-quarters lengths on 
July 31 for Midwest Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

On July 29, Ness sent out 
three consecutive winners, two 
for Midwest Thoroughbreds, 
including Bubber, who 
returned $14.40 for the win 
while racing for a $32,500 tag. 
One race earlier, the 4-year-old 
filly Little B Ross on won for 
the same price for Ness’s own 
Jagger Inc. (he used his dog’s 
name, Jagger, to create his sta¬ 
ble name.) 

One of the most inter¬ 
esting claims made by Ness 
during the meet was that of 
11-year-old Tour of the Cat. 
Ness, a longtime competitor 
and friend of leading owner 
Maggi Moss, took a call from 
Moss, who wanted to claim 
the millionaire and retire him. 
The opportunity came on July 
16, and Ness signed the ticket 
for $5,000 for Jagger Inc., then 
turned Tour of the Cat over 
to Moss. “I was glad to do it,” 
said Ness. Tour of the Cat, a 
10-time stakes winner whose 
best season came in 2003 at 
age 5 when he accounted for 
three graded stakes wins, was 
officially retired after 78 starts 
and $1,106,955 in earnings. 

On August 7, the Jagger Inc. 
3-year-old runner War Fighter 
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took control of a one-mile 
allowance in midstretch and 
drew off to win by two lengths 
with Huber Villa-Gome 2 up. 
Ness regularly called upon 
Villa-Gome 2 during the month, 
and riding the Ness surge, Villa- 
Gome 2 reached the top of the 
jockey standings, with a total of 
69 wins from 327 mounts 
(through August 23). Harry 
Vega, boasting a higher win 
percentage (24 to 21 percent), 
was three wins back in second. 

The most lucrative allow¬ 
ance race during the meet was 
the Presque Isle Masters Stakes 
Prep run on August 19, with a 
purse of $50,000. The winner. 
Shining Starhte Racing’s Sweet 
Lorena, got her third win from 
four starts during the meet, tak¬ 
ing the six and a half-furlong 
race by three lengths over 
Rollicking Affair in 1:16.26. 
Adhsilver, Libor Lady and 
Extra Sexy Psychic were other 
talented runners in the beaten 
field. 

Sweet Lorena’s Finger 
Lakes-based trainer, Michael 
Ferraro, said the 5-year-old 
New York-bred daughter of 
Langfuhr would be nominated 
to the Grade 3 Masters, to be 
run on September 12, but that 
he wouldn’t make a decision to 
run until seeing the competi¬ 
tion. In six starts at Presque 
Isle, Sweet Lorena has won 
four and been second twice. 
She has won both her starts at 
the Masters’s six and a half- 
furlong distance. 

Track records continued to 
fall during the summer, with 
Sharpest Cat adding his name 
to the list by lowering the mile 
and an eighth mark to 1:50.62 
on August 22. He sliced more 
than a second off Delaware 
River’s record of 1:51.95 set on 
June 20, 2008. 

Sharpest Cat won back-to- 
back starter allowances at the 
track in August, also account¬ 
ing for a mile and a sixteenth 
test on August 2 in which he 
covered the distance in a solid 
1:44.01. The son of Cat Thief, 
owned by Preston Madden, is

He 
won three and finished second 
once. 

Fair Hill-based trainer 
Graham Motion sent out two 
winners on the August 22 card, 
taking the first race with Cat 
Park, a 2-year-old son of Tale 
of the Cat out of stakes winner 
Dynamic Cat bred and owned 
by George Strawbridge’s Augus¬ 
tin Stable. In the third. Be Free 
(GB) capmred a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight for owner Faisal 
Salman. Be Free is a 4-year- 
old daughter of Strawbridge’s 
European champion Selkirk, a 
leading sire in England. 


Motion runners made 36 
starts through August 23, and 
12 times visited the winner’s 
circle, including The Lavington 
Stud’s allowance-winning 
Kelowna (Ire) on August 20. 
Motion had the highest win 
percentage among trainers with 
25 or more starts during the 
meet. 

Ten-pound apprentice jock- 
key Jennifer Jennings found 
live mounts from the barns of 
Lonnie Arterburn and Henry 
Miller early in August. On the 
August 7 Friday evening card, 
Jennings sent Arterburn’s own 
Nena Bella, in with a feather¬ 
weight 105 pounds, to the front 
in a one-mile claimer. Jennings 
encouraged the 5-year-old mare 
aU the way to the finish to win 
by three-quarters of a length at 
10 - 1 . 

On Sunday, Jennings and 
Miller teamed up to take a 
maiden special weight with 


5-year-old gelding S W Ian. 
Jennings angled S W Ian out 
as they headed into the stretch 
and split rivals before getting 
up to win by a head at 15-1. 

Jennings, a Baltimore native 
who recorded her first career 
victory at Pimhco on May 1, 
rode another winner for Arter¬ 
burn on August 19 when 
guiding 9-year-old claimer We 
Have a Problem, carrying 106 
pounds, to a frontrunning vic¬ 
tory. They went off as the 3.40-1 
second choice in the field of 
seven. 

Another female rider added 
a twist to a victory on August 8 
as Leigh Delacour not only 
rode, but trained. Epic Thor¬ 
oughbreds LLC’s Mean Mar¬ 
vin, the winner of a maiden 
special weight in which the 
seven starters were ridden by 
Amateur Riders Club of 
America (ARCA) jockeys. 


Mean Marvin, a 3-year-old

Smokey's Love dominated 
under Dale Beckner to win a 
six-furlong allowance by a wid¬ 
ening eight and a quarter 
lengths. The 4-year-old Forestry 
filly had four lengths on the 
field after a quarter mile, five 
after the half, and six as they hit 
the top of the stretch. 

A half-sister to stakes win¬ 
ner Monsoon Rain, Smokey’s 
Love is out of Smokey Mirage, 
a stakes-winning half-sister to 
Florida Derby-Gl winner High 
Fly. 

Fiasco Farms Ltd.’s home¬ 
bred Marcie Lee, trained by 
Tim Woolley, was also a domi¬ 


nating winner. The 3-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred filly by 
Bowman’s Band captured a 
mile and 70-yard open maiden 
special weight on August 2 by 
nine and a quarter lengths. 
Marcie Lee is the next in line of 
talented offspring produced by 
the Pine Bluff mare Enraged- 
the mare’s only other foals are 
stakes winners Raging Rapids, 
Who’s Happy and Marquee 
Kelly. Who’s Happy won back- 
to-back runnings of Presque 
Isle’s First Approach Stakes in 
2007 and 2008. 

Kim and Rodney NardelH’s 
3-year-old Buddha colt Bodhi 
gained two wins in August to 
move into a tie as the win- 
ningest horse of the meet. His 
four wins equal those of Rock 
Hard Candy and Derby 
Hopeful. 

Bodhi has been facing older 
claimers in sprint competition 
and running them down. He 


won at five and a half furlongs 
on August 8 and six furlongs 
on August 23. In the latter 
start, the Ron Potts trainee was 
the 4-5 favorite in the field of 
five. 

The toteboard lit up on 
August 5 when 10-1 Tochehsh- 
n’protect aired by seven and a 


quarter lengths over 21-1 first¬ 
time starter Jungle Camp, with 
72-1 Indy Limelight third in the 
field of 10 maiden claimers. 
Paying $23.60 to win, Tocherish- 
n’protect topped a $449.80 
exacta and a $12,776.60 thfecta. 
The 1.30-1 favorite, Offtosee-

(who has become the dam 
of three stakes horses) was a 
$975,000 sales yearhng. 

Certain Storm has one other 
3-year-old starter, the placed 
runner Hello Storm Kitty. He is 
the sire of nine current 2-year- 
olds.

POLITICAL ACTION COMMITTEE 


WHAT IS MHBA’S PAG? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

More noteworthy was the 
way the career of the son of 
The Rhymer was unfolding. In 
his first four seasons on the 
track, starting when he was 2, 
Some Classic faced the starter 
at least 22 times each year. The 
Enquirer was his 17th victory 
in 105 starts. He had shown 
back class with stakes placings 
in the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes 
and Maryland Futurity at 2.

Atlantic-bred sales horse of 
1998 when sold by breeder 
Ehxabeth Moran’s Brushwood 
Stable for $1*05 million, Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred High Yield start¬ 
ed his career in California in the 
barn of D. Wayne Lukas before 
shipping east to the trainer’s 
Saratoga division. He remained 
undefeated in two starts at the 
Spa for owners Bob and Beverly 
Lewis, Mrs. John Magnier and 
Michael Tabor. His two starts 
on the West Coast yielded a sec¬ 
ond and third, the latter in the 
Grade 3 Hollywood Juvenile 
Championship.

B Durability—Part Two. Eagle 
Speed, who campaigned for 
Mr. and Mrs. Len Carver of 
Pikesville, Md., for 11 years, 
was closing in on retirement at 
the age of 13. 

Carver purchased the son of 
Sun Again as a 2-year-old for 
$2,500 from breeder Calumet 
Farm after he was well beaten 
at Havre de Grace in his first 
start. 

An older half-brother to 
the ‘‘iron horse” Alerted, who 
would go on to win a do 2 en 
stakes over five seasons while 
earning $440,485 in 104 races.

B After eight months of strug- 
ghng to survive, while display¬ 
ing remarkable intelligence and 
force of will, with courage that 
inspired those who cared for 
her to resort to extraordinary 
means to help her, the life of 
the stakes-winning mare Lady 
Dean ended. 

Owned by her breeder, 
David P. Reynolds, the daugh¬ 
ter of Lord Gaylord won eight 
stakes over two seasons. “Not 
a frontrunner in the race for 
championship honors. Lady 
Dean was nevertheless a for¬ 
midable candidate,” wrote The 
Maryland Horse. “And [in 1982] 
she proved that she belonged 
with the nation’s best distaff¬ 
ers when she scored her sev¬ 
enth stakes win of the season 
in the $100,000 Long Look 
Handicap-G2. The beaten 
favorite in that race was Track 
Robbery, who was voted a 
champion in 1982.” 

Lady Dean’s only start of 
1983 came in December, when 
she finished fourth in an allow¬ 
ance at Aqueduct and exited 
with crippling injuries in both 
hind legs-one gash complete¬ 
ly severed the tendon in her 


up the winning mount just a 
few hours before the race was 
run. 

For Stellar Brush, it was 
his sixth victory in 13 starts 
and followed a triumph in the 
Grade 2 Ohio Derby. The son 
of Broad Brush also hit the 
board in that year’s Remington 
Park Derby-G3 and Iowa 
Derby. The earnings for the

B Maryland stalhon John 
Alden got his first stakes win¬ 
ner from his first crop with 
3-year-old Eta Carinae’s vic¬ 
tory in Timonium’s Majorette 
Handicap. The filly was pur¬ 
chased at a Timonium auction 
as a yearling for $1,400. 

fohn Alden went on to sire 20 
stakes winners, led by millionaire 
Tittle Bold fohn, and also became 
a succesful broodmare sire. Eta 
Carinae earned $284,553 during 
her six-year career. 


represented by 41 foals in his 
first five crops to race. In 1998, 
he was the sire of three New 
Jersey-bred champions - older 
mare Eleven North, 3-year-old 
colt Red Weasel and 2-year-old 
colt Sprint 2 er, aU bred by the 
Sleeters.

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Few people buy a horse 
farm before owning horses. 
But that's how current MHBA 
board member James T. (Jim) 
Dresher Jr., his late father, and 
his brother-in-law, Tony Meoli, 
went about it back in 1975. 

It all started when Dresher 
Sr., a career corporate execu¬ 
tive working in the oil busi¬ 
ness in Texas at the time, hap¬ 
pened to see a New York Times 
article mentioning that former 
New York Yankees owner Lar¬ 
ry MacPhail had his farm in 
Maryland up for sale. 

E)resher Sr., having previ¬ 
ously lived in this state, knew 
of MacPhaiPs once-majestic 
Glenangus Farm in Bel Air. 

And Dresher Jr. was fa¬ 
miliar with it, because he had 
made his home in Bel Air since 
graduating from Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity as an economics major 
in 1972. 

Glenangus had shrunk to 
370 acres, with much of its 
land sold off for development, 
when the Dreshers took title to 
the property. Still, there was 
plenty of room for Jim Dresher 
to develop his newfound pas¬ 
sion for Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing and racing. 

'T immediately fell in love 
with the horse world," he 
says. 

At that time, Dresher and 
Meoli, himself a horse breeder, 
made a livelihood with Mc¬ 
Donalds franchises. 



Dresher plunged head¬ 
long into horse ownership at 
Glenangus, standing three 
stallions-Son Excellence, Disc 
and Gool Spring Park. 

Glenangus's revival as a 
horse operation lasted for 15 
years, until Dresher and Meoli 
decided to sell their McDon¬ 
alds operations in 1990 and 
pursue other business oppor¬ 
tunities. Needing to "muster 
all available capital," Dresher 
took a seven-year sabbatical 
from horses. 

Finally, he could stay away 
no longer, and at the 1998 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Febru¬ 
ary mixed sale, Dresher paid 
$15,500 for the maiden Smart¬ 
en mare Smart Tally. From a 
mating with Gitidancer the 
following year. Smart Tally 
produced the winner of the 
2004 Maryland Million Distaff 
Handicap, Merryland Missy. 


Although Dresher had sold 
Merryland Missy for $23,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, he 
experienced his greatest rac¬ 
ing thrill to date as a partici¬ 
pant in the Gountry Life Farm 
partnership that sent her out 
to victory on Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day. 

Now the GEO, as well 
as the founder and princi¬ 
pal owner of Skye Hospital¬ 
ity LLG, which owns 10 hotels 
under the Hilton and Mar¬ 
riott brands in the Baltimore 
area, Dresher is reveling, once 
again, in life as a Thorough¬ 
bred breeder and owner. 

He owns 16 horses, eight 
solely and eight in partner¬ 
ship with others, primarily 
Tom and Ghris Bowman and 
Milton Higgins. Within his 
horse roster are those by Not 
For Love, Henny Hughes and 
Malibu Moon. 

His racing operation, 
known as Huckleberry Farm 
LLG, has five horses divided 
among trainers Tim Ritchey, 
Dickie Small and Ghuck Law¬ 
rence. Bill Reightler serves as 
his consultant and sales agent. 

Glenangus no longer func¬ 
tions as a horse farm, but 
Dresher's mother, Virginia, 
continues to live there. Dresh¬ 
er and his wife, Patti, live two 
miles away at 25-acre Oakfield 
Farm, with daughter Megan 
(17) and son John (16). Dresher 
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has two grown children from 
a previous marriage; another 
son, James III, died several 
years ago at age 24. 

Dresher keeps horses at his 
home farm, and at a 125-acre 


farm that he owns on Harmo¬ 
ny Church Road in Darling¬ 
ton. 

Elected to the MHBA 
board for the first time in 
2008, Dresher, who serves on a 


number of civic boards in the 
Baltimore area, counts among 
his missions spreading the 
word about horse racing.

\A^illiam M. Backer's 
homebred Blind Date built 
on her near-flawless resume 
with a commanding four and 
a half-length victory in the off- 
the-turf Pearl Necklace Stakes 


for Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
fillies on August 22 at Laurel 
Park. 

It was the fourth stakes 
win in five outings this season 
for the Not For Love filly, who 
captured the Grade 3 Virginia 
Oaks in her previous start, on 
the grass on July 18 at Colonial 
Downs. 

The 2-5 favorite and 
122-pound highweight in the 
Pearl Necklace, carrying six 
pounds more than each of 
her rivals. Blind Date stalked 
the pace under Rosemary 
Homeister and drew off in the 
final sixteenth, leaving in her 
wake Five Diamonds, Raven¬ 
ous, Hogan Beach and South¬ 
ern Charmer. She completed 
the mile over a good track in 
1:37.57. 

Trained throughout her ca¬ 
reer by Hamilton Smith, Blind 
Date won her 2-year-old debut 
in stellar fashion in September 


at Laurel Park, then turned in 
a subpar performance when 
third as the 1.9-1 favorite in 
the Maryland Million Lassie 
in October. The explanation 
came immediately after the 
race, when she was found to 
have a fever. 

That was one of only two 
disappointments in her career, 
which includes victories over 
turf and dirt, at distances from 
five furlongs to a mile and an 
eighth, and varying track con¬ 
ditions. 

In the Virginia Oaks, Blind 
Date registered a hard-fought 
victory over Shared Account, 
who went on to win the Grade 
2 Lake Placid Stakes at Sara¬ 
toga in August. 

She began the season with 
back-to-back victories in the 
Hookedonthefeelin (April 
18) and Hilltop Stakes (May 
15), both on the grass at Pim¬ 
lico, turned in her lone off-the- 
board finish in Monmouth 
Park's Boiling Springs Stakes- 
G3 in June, then made amends 
by becoming a graded winner 
at Colonial Downs. 

Blind Date has earned 
$225,060 with a total of six 
wins from eight starts. 

Blind Date is the third 
stakes performer Backer has 
bred from his good race mare 
Snit, a 1994 daughter of Fit to 
Fight who won or placed in 
eight stakes, including a victo¬ 
ry in the 1997 Cotillion Handi- 
cap-G2, and earned $454,547. 

Blind Date is a third-gener¬ 
ation homebred stakes winner 
for Backer, a retired advertis¬ 
ing executive who raises his 
young stock at his Smitten 
Farm in The Plains, Va., but 
has foaled many of his best 
runners in Maryland. 

Backer purchased Blind 
Date's great-granddam. 
Queen Ribot (by "^Sir Ribot), as 
a yearling for $9,500 at a 1972 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky sale. A 
stakes winner and graded- 
placed earner of $129,557, 


Queen Ribot produced as her 
first foal Princess Roberta 
(1978, Roberto), who won or 
placed in 11 stakes, including 
a second in the Violet Handi- 
cap-G3, earning $145,912. 

Blind Date's year-older 
half-sister. Sales Tax (by High 
Yield), has won or placed in 
six stakes, earning $143,756. 

Snit remains in produc¬ 
tion at Smitten Farm, where 
her 5-year-old daughter. Bit¬ 
ter Lemon (by Lemon Drop 
Kid), is also a member of 
the broodmare band. Twice 
stakes-placed and an earner 
of $140,421, Bitter Lemon has 
been pronounced in foal to 
Bluegrass Cat for 2010. 

Snit has three offspring 
waiting to make their mark 
on the track: 2-year-old Grand 
Slam filly Count to Eleven, a 
yearling colt by Mineshaft, 
and a Malibu Moon colt born 
this year.

IVlaking his first start at 
his home track since Septem¬ 
ber 27/ 2007, Heros Reward 
found an easy assignment in 
the Maryland-bred restricted 
Mister Diz Stakes on August 
15 at Laurel Park. 

The 2007 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year and winner 
of numerous Maryland-bred 
divisional titles, Heros Reward 
had become a millionaire in 
his previous start, a second- 
place finish (to Silver Timber) 
in the Jaipur Stakes-G3 on July 
18 at Belmont Park. 

At age 7, he continues 
to rank among the best turf 
sprinters in the land, having 
won or placed in four of five 
outings this season, including 
a victory in his 2009 debut, the 
Grade 3 Shakertown Stakes in 
April at Keeneland, for own¬ 
ers Rob Ry Farm (Bob Haynes) 
and Jayne Marie Slysz and 
Laurel-based trainer Dale 
Capuano. 

Dispatched as the 1-5 favor¬ 
ite in the Mister Diz as part of 
an entry with stablemate Love 
You Too, Heros Reward raced 
wide and was unhurried be¬ 
fore launching a six-wide bid 
under jockey Anna Napravnik 
to reach command and win by 
one and a quarter lengths in 
1:02.62 for the five and a half 
furlongs on the firm turf. 

'There was an honest pace 
so we just sat behind and wait¬ 
ed to go/' said Napravnik, 
who was riding Heros Re¬ 
ward for the first time. "He is 
an awesome horse." 

Sharing high weight of 
124 pounds with another 
star. King Leatherbury's Ah 
Day, Heros Reward gave six 


pounds to each of his other ri¬ 
vals. 

Rallying for second was 
Natural Seven, who outfin- 
ished third-place finisher 
Sandbagin' Lover by a head. 
The remaining order of fin¬ 
ish consisted of Lycurgus, 
Ah Day, Disco Dandy, A Reel 
Buster and Love You Too. 

Heros Reward (by Part¬ 
ner's Hero), now the 14th all- 
time leading Maryland-bred 
money-earner with $1,045,298, 
was bred by longtime Howard 
County horsewoman Gretch- 
en Mobberley. 

He made five starts for the 
breeder before Haynes and 
Capuano claimed him for 
$20,000 in April 2006 at Lau¬ 
rel Park. Mobberley recently 
lost Heros Reward's dam, the 
Caveat mare Lifes Passage, 
who was euthanized this past 
spring at age 17 after devel¬ 
oping colic-type symptoms 
following the birth of a Lang- 
fuhr colt. But Mobberley and 
her daughter. Bird, are likely 
to receive future rewards with 
the weanling, as well as their 
2-year-old Dance With Ra¬ 
vens colt out of Lifes Passage, 
named Crow Bar. 

Heros Reward was ex¬ 
pected to contest the Mary¬ 
land Million Turf Sprint on 
September 26, then move on 
to the Grade 2 Nearctic Stakes 
at Woodbine on October 17, 
a Breeders' Cup Challenge 
"Win and You're In" race he 
captured two years ago. After 
that, the goal is a return trip 
to Santa Anita Park for the $1 
million Breeders' Cup Turf 
Sprint. He finished fifth in that 
race in 2008, beaten just two 
and quarter lengths.

Cynthia and Charles 
McGinnes have experienced 
many highs and lows during 
their 40-plus years of breed¬ 
ing and owning race horses. 
But nothing has affected them 
quite as deeply as the events 
of June 20,2009. 

That afternoon, the McCin- 
neses' homebred 3-year-old 
Not For Love gelding Target 
Sighted broke his maiden 
over a sloppy track at Penn 
National. 

The celebration was mut¬ 
ed, to say the least, because 
only 40 minutes earlier Target 
Sighted's multiple stakes- 
winning half-sister All Smiles 
had broken down during the 
running of the Grade 3 Obeah 
Stakes at Delaware Park. 

"Her injury was similar 
to Barbaro's," said Cynthia 
McGinnes, referring to the ill- 
fated winner of the 2006 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. 

The Obeah had been 
planned all along as the final 
start for All Smiles, a 6-year- 
old daughter of Awesome 
Again who carried the McCin- 


neses' colors to victory in two 
stakes and placed in three ad¬ 
ditional added-money events, 
including the Grade 2 Allaire 
duPont Distaff Stakes. 

After her injury, the McCin- 
neses retained hopes of bring¬ 
ing All Smiles home to their 
Thornmar Farm in Chester¬ 
town, Md., where she would 
have the opportunity to flour¬ 
ish as a broodmare. 

But that plan went horribly 
awry, and despite the best of 
medical care, including sur¬ 
gery performed by Dr. Dean 
Richardson at the University 
of Pennsylvania's New Bolton 
Center, All Smiles developed 
complications that could not 
be overcome. She was eutha¬ 
nized 21 days after the race. 

So it was with mixed emo¬ 
tions, once again, that the 
McCinneses wheeled Target 
Sighted right back to win the 
Humphrey S. Finney Stakes 
for Maryland-breds on August 
1 at Laurel Park. 

The gelding campaigns in 
the name of The Maltese Cross 
II, a partnership of the McCin- 
neses, longtime horseman 
Philip Torsney of Red Bank, 
N.J., and Francis Clemens, 
a retired Baltimore City Fire 
Department battalion chief. A 
fireman's badge is in the shape 
of a Maltese Cross. 

Unraced at 2, Target Sight¬ 
ed has risen rapidly to the 
forefront of his state-bred divi¬ 
sion in just three career starts 
for trainer Frannie Campitelli 
(who also trained All Smiles). 

The Finney was his first 
start on turf. Overlooked by 
the betting public, which sent

him off at next-longest odds 
of 11-1 in the field of five. Tar¬ 
get Sighted was rated early 
by jockey Jonathan Joyce in 
the mile and a sixteenth con¬ 
test, then rallied in midstretch 
and wore down Music City 
to score by a neck. Ham and 
Ernie was two and a quarter 
lengths back in third, followed 
by Friskie J and Belmont Park 


shipper Winthrop House, the 
1-5 favorite. Final time was 
1 AS 28 over good turf. 

Target Sighted is the 
third stakes winner from his 
stakes-winning dam. Cran¬ 
berry Muffin (by Shelter Half), 
who represents a highly suc¬ 
cessful family developed at 
Thornmar. Her other stakes 
winner is Two Punch Gal, a 


2001 daughter of Two Punch 
who sold for $225,000 at the 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale and counted the Po¬ 
litely Stakes among her four 
victories; she earned $141,583 
during her career. 

Cranberry Muffin's dam, 
Muffies Muffin (by Lord 
Gaylord), produced addi¬ 
tional stakes winners Wicapi 


($671,616), All the Marbles 
($255,807) and Col. Ralph 
($143,638), as well as stakes- 
placed Lady of Summer. She 
is also the granddam of stakes 
winners Water Cannon, Come 
Fly Away and Jet Run. 


Maryland-breds at 
Saratoga select sale 


T hree Maryland-bred 
yearlings sold for six figures 
at the Saratoga Selected Year¬ 
lings sale held August 10 and 
11 in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 
Each yearling represents a 
second-generation from two 
long-established Maryland 
farms. 

Moon On Fire, a dark bay 
colt by former Maryland sire 
Malibu Moon, was purchased 
by Whitehorse Stable out of 
the Eaton Sales consignment 
for $250,000 late on the second 
day. Hip number 230 (from 
235 catalogued) was pro¬ 


duced by Frank and Virginia 
Wright's 9-year-old unraced 
Polish Numbers mare Rich 
Legacy. 

The colt's second dam is 
the unraced Nijinsky II mare 
Richly Rewarded, whom the 
Wrights purchased privately. 
The first foal out of the mare 
was the Wrights' stakes win¬ 
ner and accomplished produc¬ 
er Blue Sky Princess, the dam 
of graded winner Tessa Blue 
($533,100) and $350,936-earner 
Inner Harbour, now a sire in 
West Virginia. Richly Reward¬ 
ed also produced Maryland

The Wrights, who until re¬

Two yearlings were sold 
as the property of their breed¬ 
ers, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
McGinnes, in the name of their 
Thornmar farm, with Marshall 
Silverman as agent. 

Frederic Sauque purchased 
Thornmar's bay filly by Street 
Cry (Ire) out of stakes winner 
and multiple stakes producer 
Foolish Kisses (by Cannon¬ 
ade) for $150,000. The filly, 
named Theresmusicplaying, is 
a half-sister to four stakes win¬ 
ners, including graded stakes- 
winning sprinter Gotaghost- 
ofachance ($405,240, Sport 


Page H-G3, etc.) and New 
Jersey-bred champion mare 
Tmtoogoodtobetrue. 

Frankie Brothers was agent 
for Jack and Laurie Wolf and 
Donald and Barbara Lucarel- 
li's Starlight Stable, who pur¬ 
chased Thornmar's Not For 
Love filly out of Crying in the 
Rain, named Just Say Good¬ 
bye, for $120,000.

Second dam, stakes- 
winning Muffies Muffin (by 
Lord Gaylord), produced four 
stakes winners, including ma¬ 
jor winner Wicapi ($671,616, 
W.L. McKnight H-G2, etc.).

Welter Weight euthanized 



el ter Weight, a long¬ 
time star of the Maryland 
timber racing circuit, was eu¬ 
thanized on July 28 after be¬ 
coming ill 10 days earlier with 
complications from an intesti¬ 
nal tumor. He was 21. 

Campaigning for the Ar- 
mata Stable of Perry Bolton 
and Benjamin H. Griswold IV, 
Welter Weight won the 1999 
edition of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, galloping home nine 
lengths in front of his closest 
rival. Over the years he also 
registered four second-place 
finishes in the timber clas¬ 
sic: in 1997, '98, '00 and '01. 
He captured four runnings 
of the Grand National (1996, 
and 1999 to '01) and was twice 
runner-up in that race (1997 
and '98). 


Trained throughout his 
glory years by Tom Voss, Wel¬ 
ter Weight retired with a ca¬ 
reer record of 38 starts and 26 
wins or placings, for earnings 
of $194,165. 

The son of Fit to Fight— 
Frankie and Johnny, by Spring 
Double, was bred in Pennsyl¬ 
vania by William Pape and 
Jonathan Sheppard, and made 
20 starts (four on the flat) for 
his breeders before being pur¬ 
chased by Bolton and Gris¬ 
wold at age 6. 

Retired at 13, in 2001, Wel¬ 
ter Weight had a second ca¬ 
reer as a foxhunter, and was a 
familiar presence in the field 
with the Elkridge-Harford 
Hounds. He lived out his life 
as a beloved resident at Pop¬ 
pet Pitts's Hitchcock Plains 
Farm in Monkton. ^

For Royalty's 
Mountaineer Juvenile 
Fillies leads off 
banner day for 
Maryland breeders 

Cynthia and Charles 
McGinnes, longtime propri¬ 
etors of Thornmar Farm in 
Chestertown, bred two horses 
who won stakes on August 1. 
Both are offspring of leading 
Maryland sire Not For Love. 

The richer victory of the 
two was For Royalty's tri¬ 
umph in the $85,000 Moun¬ 
taineer Juvenile Fillies Stakes 
at Mountaineer Park. Slightly 
more than an hour after her 
one-length score for Twin 
Creeks Racing Stable and 
trainer Todd Fletcher, the 
3-year-old gelding Target 
Sighted won the Humphrey S. 
Finney Stakes at Laurel Park 
for the McGinneses, who own 
him in partnership with Philip 
Torsney and Francis Clemens 
(see stakes writeup on page 3). 

Making her second career 
start, following a maiden¬ 
breaking performance at Del¬ 
aware Park on June 29, For 
Royalty dueled 1.3-1 favorite 
Bronx City Girl to the wire in 
the Mountaineer Juvenile Fil¬ 
lies. The second choice in the 
field of seven, she completed 
the six furlongs in 1:11.58 and 
paid $6.40 to win. The victory 
raised her earnings to $74,225. 

For Royalty was sold by the 
McGinneses for $250,000 at last 
year's Fasig-Tipton Saratoga 
Selected Yearling sale. Out of

the stakes-winning mare Taft 
Lil Queen (by Irish Open), For 
Royalty is a full sister to mul¬ 
tiple stakes-placed The Prince 
and a half-sister to El Viento, 
the El Corredor colt who took 
honors as champion imported 
2-year-old colt in Puerto Rico, 
as well as co-champion Mary- 
land-bred 2-year-old male, in 
2005. El Viento was a $150,000 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall sales yearling. 



Sarah Cataldo 
stages stakes upset at 
Delaware Park 

Sarah Cataldo carried the 
banner for long-prominent 
Maryland owner/breeders 
Tom and Chris Bowman and 
Milton Higgins, and Matthew 
Haney's newly emerging Two 
Legends Farm, while staging a 
huge upset in the $75,000 Tax 
Free Shopping Distaff Stakes 
for Delaware Certified fillies 
and mares at Delaware Park 
on August 22. 

Sent off at third-longest 
odds in the field of 11, the 
Richard Small-trained filly 
closed with a rush to score by 
three-quarters of a length, re¬ 
warding her backers with an 
$87 mutuel payoff. Her final 
six-furlong time over a sloppy 
(sealed) track was 1:12.86. 

From the first crop of 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Smarty Jones, Sarah 
Cataldo was bred by the Bow¬ 
mans, Higgins, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Sutton and Patricia 


Chapman from the accom¬ 
plished producer Mescalina 
(by Smarten), whose earlier 
offspring include Pennsylva¬ 
nia Derby-G2 winner Love of 
Money, a $602,705-earning son 
of Not For Love who is now 
at stud in Pennsylvania, and 
multiple stakes winner Astrid 
($242,539). 

Sold for $110,000 at the 2007 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale, Sarah 
Cataldo has won three of her 
five career starts, all at 3, for 
earnings of $80,400. She is the 
second 2009 stakes winner for 
Haney, who also campaigns 
(in partnership with Richard 
Golden and David Wade) the 
4-year-old Not For Love filly 
Amie's Legend, winner of the 
Shine Again Stakes at Pimlico 
in May. Haney and his wife, 
Amie, purchased Plane Tree 
Farm in Chesapeake City sev¬ 
eral years ago and operate it 
as Two Legends Farm. 

Sweet Goodbye makes 
successful return 

William R. Harris's home¬ 
bred filly Sweet Goodbye, last 
year's Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly, returned 
to the races for the first time 
since December and proved 
she was as good as ever, post¬ 
ing every fraction to win the 
$75,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes at 
Charles Town on August 15 by 
a half length. Her final time for 
the seven furlongs was 1:25.08. 
Trained by Christopher Grove, 
Sweet Goodbye was sent off as 
favorite, at 1.2-1, with stable- 
mate Two Columbus, in the 
field of eight. 

A daughter of Murmur 
Farm stallion Louis Quatorze, 
Sweet Goodbye got her third 
stakes win in eight lifetime 
starts and pushed her career 
earnings to $221,321. Unraced 
at 2, the bay filly won five of 
seven starts at 3 while notch¬ 
ing victories in the Maryland 
Million Oaks (her stakes de¬ 
but) and the Northern Danc¬ 
er Stakes, the latter against 
males. In her final start of 
2008, she shipped to Aqueduct 
and finished off the board in 
the Ladies Handicap. 

The last foal out of Harris's 
remarkable producer Thirty 
Eight Steps (by Thirty Eight 


Paces), Sweet Goodbye is a 
half-sister to $413,746-earn¬ 
er Five Steps, Deer Run 
($408,530, Maryland Million 
Sprint H, etc.) and Norstep 
($229,845, Politely S, etc.). All 
nine of Thirty Eight Steps foals 
to race were winners. 



Toboggan Slide 
dead heats for victory 
in Delaware's 
First State Dash 

Toboggan Slide, a Rock 
Slide colt bred by widely ac¬ 
complished Maryland horse¬ 
man Jim Steele, maintained 
his flawless record while 
dead heating for victory in 
the $75,000 First State Dash 
for Delaware Certified 2-year- 
olds on August 22 at Delaware 
Park. 

After dueling maiden 
Golden Ghost nearly every 
step of the way in the five- 
furlong contest. Toboggan 
Slide reached the wire on even 
terms with that rival. Mary- 
land-bred Phil's Prospect, 
who started as 1.6-1 favorite 
in the field of 10, was five and 
three-quarters lengths back in 
third place. 

The race was completed in 
:59.07 over a sloppy (sealed) 
track. 

Owned and trained by 
Daniel O'Ryan, Toboggan 
Slide is the fifth foal and first 
stakes winner from the un¬ 
raced Norquestor mare My 
Aunt Dianne, whom Steele 
also bred. My Aunt Dianne is 
a half-sister to stakes-placed 
Twample ($368,778). 

Toboggan Slide scored by 
two lengths while making his 
debut for a $45,000 maiden 
claiming tag at Delaware on 
July 25. In two career starts, he 
has earned $51,000. ^

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State’s racing industry and casinos both 
face threat from outside competition 


The following was submitted to the editorial department 
of the Asbury Park Press. 

ince the end of the state legislative session in 
June, the New Jersey horseracing and breeding 
industry has been engaged in a "war of words” 
with the staters casino industry. The horseracing 
industry has taken a macro view of the ever- 
increasing competition for the wagering dollar from 
states in our region, whereas the casino industry has 
taken a micro approach to the same issue. 

It is racing^s view that competition for the 
wagering dollar is not solely an Atlantic City issue - it 
is a New Jersey issue. Patrons are traveling to casinos 
and racinos nearest to their home, regardless if that 
facility is the Meadowlands or is 15 minutes over the 
New Jersey border at Yonkers in New York. Gamblers 
do not care if they are betting in New Jersey or in 
Pennsylvania, New York or Delaware. What they do 
care about is accessibility and convenience. 

The Atlantic City casino industry does not 
want to engage in a conversation about regional 
competition. Rather, it takes the problem and 
addresses it as if it is a "state” issue as opposed 
to a "regional” or "national” issue. They want to 
prove that their industry is more important than 
horseracing and horse breeding to New Jersey^s 
economy and quality of life. They treat Atlantic City 
as a kingdom with a moat around it regardless of 
whether or not the kingdom can compete with the 
rest of the region or country. 

As most observers agree, the geographic 
model developed in the 1970s for Atlantic City is 
antiquated. Unfortunately, even if the drawbridge to 
the kingdom is open, patrons are choosing to spend 
their wagering dollars at locations closer to home 
even if these locations are not located in New Jersey. 


New Jersey is the only state that limits casino-type 
gaming to one location. Every other state in which 
these activities are legal uses a geographic model 
that disperses gaming destinations strategically 
throughout the state, capturing populous areas - and 
discouraging residents from traveling a distance to 
gamble. 

Thankfully, state legislators, for the most part, 
have not bought into the Atlantic City "bigger 
so better” argument and view both industries as 
important to the state because both industries 
serve a vital purpose to our state, providing jobs, 
tourism and entertainment. Legislators also realize 
that the racing and breeding industry supports the 
preservation of farmland and open space in the most 
densely populated state in the country - a state that 
has lost 50 percent of its farmland over the last 50 
years. 

As of today, the debate continues. With a 
gubernatorial election looming in November, 
the Governor’s Horse Racing Industry Study 
Commission continuing to meet, and an estimated 
$10 billion budget deficit facing the state of New 
Jersey for fiscal year 2011, something has to change, 
especially since gaming revenues are down 31 percent 
since 2006 (when Pennsylvania opened its first 
racino) and continue to fall. 

At this point, no one really knows what the end 
game will be. What we do know is that if there isn’t a 
solution for New Jersey soon, the casino industry and 
the racing/breeding industry will not be the biggest 
losers. That distinction will belong to the State of 
New Jersey.

Newjersey stands to lose $780 million 
of economic impact annually if 
racing-related activities leave the state 


T he Rutgers Equine Science Center recently 
released an independent in-depth report 
regarding the impact of slot machines or 
video lottery terminals on the horse racing and 
breeding industry, and agriculture and open space. 
The study, published by the Hall Institute of Public 
Policy, is a follow-up to a 2006 white paper written by 
Dr. Karyn Malinowski, director of the Equine Science 
Center at Rutgers, The State University of New Jersey. 

Neighboring states (New York, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware) offering slot machines or video lottery 
terminals at horse racing venues continue to attract 
tourism and gaming dollars away from Newjersey. 
This trend erodes expansion of the racing industry 
and could have disastrous consequences for the 
state’s economy. The Garden State stands to lose 
one of its premier agribusinesses that generates $780 
million of economic impact annually, 7,000 jobs, 

$ 110 million in federal, state and local taxes, and 
57,000 acres of working agricultural landscape and 
open space if racing-related training and breeding 
farms leave Newjersey. These figures do not include 
the non-racing segment of the horse industry. 

"The intent of the report is to provide an overview 
of what slot machines or video lottery terminals 
have done in states and provinces where they exist, 
in order to assist policy decision-makers in New 
Jersey as they deliberate racing’s future. Horse racing 
is the economic driving engine of the entire horse 
industry in the state and is extremely valuable to the 
quality of life in the form of agricultural working 
landscape; the horse racing and breeding industry 
are commodities worth saving in Newjersey,” says 
Malinowski. 

In 2008,44 race track casinos (racinos) in the 
United States generated $6.19 billion in gross 
gaming revenues (a 17.2 percent increase over 2007), 
providing $2.59 billion in direct gaming taxes to 
state and local governments, and employment 
for more than 29,000 people. The racino market 
experienced growth, as a whole, even in a tough 
economic climate. 


Empire City at Yonkers Raceway in New York was 
the top racino market in the U.S., grossing $486.46 
million in gaming revenue in 2008. Six of the top 10 
race track casino markets in the nation are located in 
the northeast region in close proximity to Newjersey. 
In 2006, Newjersey led the nation in total purses 
paid for harness racing. By 2008, Newjersey ranked 
third behind New York and Pennsylvania for total 
purses paid. 

"In 2006, we predicted that as surrounding 
states incorporate slot machines and video lottery 
terminals into their gaming portfolio, the horse 
racing industry would not be the only industry 
impacted, but the entire casino/gaming industry 
would feel effects as well,” says Malinowski. 

The installation of video lottery terminals at New 
Jersey race tracks has the potential to be a "win-win” 
situation for both the racing and casino industries. 
The revenue would enhance the state budget 
significantly and provide capital for use by the horse 
racing industry to keep it competitive. "Our goal 
was to provide the newly appointed Governor’s 
Commission on the Future of the Horse Racing 
Industry with a synopsis of what is now known and 
to make projections and suggestions on how this 
timely information will impact Newjersey,” says 
Malinowski. 

Racinos would add jobs to the state, during 
construction and renovations of the race tracks as 
well as during operation. Video lottery terminals run 
by the operators of Atlantic City casinos would help 
these interests diversify sources of revenue. 

To date, the entire Newjersey equine industry 
(including racing and non-racing interests) is valued 
at $4 billion and generates $1.1 billion annually in 
positive impact on the Newjersey economy. The 
industry also supports 13,000 jobs and pays an 
estimated $160 million annually in federal, state and 
local taxes.

Monmouth Park, Newjersey horsemen 
and jockeys select ReRun as after-care 
program for retired race horses 


T he Newjersey Sports and Exposition 

Authority and the Newjersey Thoroughbred 
Hors emends Association (NJTHA) have 
selected ReRun, the nonprofit Thoroughbred 
adoption group, for an on-site program to provide 
after-care for Thoroughbreds at the end of their 
racing careers. 

The NJTHA will donate funds annually to ReRun 
to be used for the after-care of Thoroughbreds based 
at Monmouth Park. The jockeys at Monmouth have 
also agreed to contribute $ 1 per mount fee toward 
the program. 

"ReRun has been providing an invaluable service 
to Newjersey horsemen for many years,” said Dennis 
Drazin, president of the NJTHA. "We are committed 
to making sure that our owners have options for 
their Thoroughbreds when their racing careers 
are over and pairing up with ReRun meets that 
commitment.” 

"The jockeys at Monmouth Park and nationwide 
recognize the importance of an organization like 
ReRun,” said Terry Meyocks, president of the 
Jockeys’ Guild. "The Monmouth riders are proud to 
play a part in ensuring the health, safety and welfare 
of our equine athletes.” 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
Newjersey, with approval from the New 
Jersey Racing Commission, has amended its 
rules regarding the date a mare must return to New 
Jersey in order for the foal to be eligible for state-bred 
registration. 

Following is the amended rule: 

(b) To qualify for registration, the said horse must 
have been foaled in the State of New Jersey by either 
a resident Newjersey mare or a non-resident New 
Jersey mare or conceived by a resident Newjersey 
stallion. 

1. A resident Newjersey mare is a mare that 
resides in Newjersey continuously from November 
1 of the year prior to the foaling through the date 
of foaling. A mare purchased at public auction 
subsequent to October 17 of the year prior to foaling 
is considered a resident Newjersey mare provided 


Monmouth hosted a "Running for ReRun” day 
on August 9, with humans taking to the track for a 
one-mile fun run/walk.

In 2007, 
Monmouth provided ReRun with an on-site office 
at the track to better assist owners and trainers in 
placing their horses. 

ReRun, founded in 1996, is a 501(c)(3) non-profit 
dedicated to rehabilitating and retraining ex-race 
horses. ReRun’s president and adoption coordinator, 
Laurie Lane said, "We applaud this important step by 
the Newjersey horsemen, jockeys and the race track 
to provide for their race horses both during and after 
their careers.”

2. A non-resident Newjersey mare is a mare that 
has not returned to Newjersey by November 1 of the 
year prior to foaling. The resulting foal can still be 
registered as a New Jersey-bred provided the mare is 
bred to a registered Newjersey stallion the season of 
the birth of said foal and remains in Newjersey for a 
continuous period of 90 days after foaling.

A Thoroughbred foal born in the state of Pennsylvania and registered as such with The Jockey Club is eligible 
for Pennsylvania-Bred registration with the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association if one of the following 
conditions is met: 

• For foals of 2007, the dam of the foal resided continuously in Pennsylvania since November 1,2006, through 
foaling. 

• For foals of 2008 and thereafter, the dam of the foal resided continuously in Pennsylvania since October 1 
of the year of conception through foaling. 

• The dam of the foal was purchased at a public sale after October 1 of the year of conception and brought 
into Pennsylvania within 14 days of the date of purchase and remained continuously through foaling. 
During the year of foaling, the foal or its dam spent at least ninety (90) days in the state. 

• The dam of the foal was bred to a stallion standing in Pennsylvania which was registered with the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders Association as a Pennsylvania stallion during the breeding season of the 
year of foaling, and said dam of the foal remained in the state for at least the next ninety (90) days after 
foaling.

Association as a Pennsylvania stallion, and said dam of the foal will remain in Pennsylvania for at least the next 90 days after foaling.

Medical monitoring of race horses 


M ost of the usual statistical 
measures to gauge the suc¬ 
cess of summer racing at Colonial 
Dov^ns were positive.The report¬ 
ed average daily attendance and 
on-track handle increased by 3 
percent and 1 percent, respective¬ 
ly, over the 2008 meet. Average 
field size grew to 8.9 starters for 
all races and to 9.5 starters for 
turf races. 

Often overlooked, however, 
are the statistics for the well¬ 
being of the horses who raced at 
Colonial during the eight-week 
meet. They too showed a positive 
trend. In 2009 there were only 
four race-related horse fatalities. 
That was half the number of 
fatalities last year. 

One of the factors that no 
doubt contributed to that reduc¬ 
tion was medical monitoring 
provided by the Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC). Dr. Rich 
Harden, the VRC s equine medi¬ 
cal director, headed a staff of 
11 professionals who every day 
monitored horses stabled at the 
track as well as daily shippers to 
ensure the horses were fit and 
sound both pre-race and post¬ 
race. 

Dr. Harden has served on the 
VRC staff since racing started at 
Colonial Downs in 1997. A grad¬ 
uate of the University of Georgia 
school of veterinary medicine. Dr. 
Harden had 20 years of equine 
practice experience in Richmond 
prior to joining the VRC. 

A typical summer race day 
started early in the morning, with 
Dr. Harden and one of his two 
assistants. Dr. Robert Calley, or 
Dr. Rosemary Borkowski, going 
through the stable area to exam¬ 
ine horses scheduled to race that 
day. They flexed joints, exam¬ 
ined legs and ankles, and watched 
horses jog.

Pre-race exams continued 
throughout the day in the receiv¬ 
ing barn as horses not stabled on 
the grounds shipped in to race. 
On an average day, approximately 
80 horses were examined. Charts 
were kept and possible areas of 
concern were noted for each 
horse. 

At post time in the afternoon 
or evening. Dr. Harden or one of 
his assistants went to the paddock 
before each race to again check 
for soundness as the horses were 
saddled and then jogged in the 
post parade. Another staff veteri¬ 
narian was stationed at the start¬ 
ing gate for the same purpose. 
Both had available information 
for each horse recorded during 
the morning round of examina¬ 
tions. 

Based on their observations 
and judgment there were occa¬ 


sionally scratches in the paddock 
or at the gate by the stewards for 
the welfare of the horses. 

The two veterinarians 
remained on the track during and 
after each race to watch for post¬ 
race signs of injury or distress. A 
third staff veterinarian was sta¬ 
tioned in the test barn, either Dr. 
Harden or one of his assistants, 
to supervise post-race drug test¬ 
ing. After every race the stewards 
selected two horses, always the 
winner and usually the second- 
place finisher, for testing. 

The test barn veterinar¬ 
ian drew blood from the horses 
while one of Dr. Harden s other 
staff members collected urine 
samples. Samples were labeled 
and prepared for shipping to the 
Iowa State University Racing 
Chemistry Laboratory. A week 
or so later, test results were faxed 


to Dr. Harden, who in turn 
advised the stewards of any posi¬ 
tive results. 

Here, too, the 2009 meet sta¬ 
tistics were good. Of the nearly 
800 horses tested, only six sam¬ 
ples were positive for impermis¬ 
sible drug concentrations. With 
one exception, all positives were 
for Class 4 therapeutic medica¬ 
tions, mostly anti-inflammatory 
drugs routinely used in race 
horses. (Class 4 medications have 
little likelihood of affecting a 
horse’s performance during a 
race.) Though permitted by VRC 
regulations, the therapeutic drugs 
were likely administered too close 
to race day, resulting in higher 
than allowed post race concentra¬ 
tions in the horse’s system. 

The one exception, a positive 
for the Class 2 drug mepivacaine, 
showed Dr. Harden in his role as 
medical sleuth. (Class 2 medica¬ 
tions have a high potential to 
affect the outcome of a race and 
are not permitted at any concen¬ 
tration level on race day.) 

Because the horse’s trainer 
credibly denied administering the 
drug. Dr. Harden went look¬ 
ing elsewhere for the source of 
mepivacaine. After some inves¬ 
tigation, including interviews of 
the horse’s groom and a vet¬ 
erinarian who cared for another 
horse. Dr. Harden concluded the 
likely origin was environmental 
contamination. 

Because the winning horse 
had a prohibited substance in his 
system, regardless of how it got 
there, the winner’s purse was for¬ 
feited. However, because of exten¬ 
uating circumstances described by 
Dr. Harden, the stewards did not 
suspend the trainer as would oth¬ 
erwise have been the case with a 
Class 2 medication violation.

August 1 -Rugaboo, a 4-year-old 
filly by Rugby—Reds Boo Boo, by 
Here Comes Red, split rivals late to 
score at a nice price in a four and a 
half-furlong $5,000 maiden claimer 
for fillies and mares. Making her 
13th career start, she paid $37.80 to 
win while registering her first in-the- 
money finish.The dark bay/brown filly 
is owned by Lucky Red Stables (J.K. 
Wallen), trained by Earl McCormick 
and bred by Joan Wallen. Winner's 
share of the purse was $6,600. 

August 2 -Son of a Bear, a 2-year- 
old son of Bowman's Band—Bear 
in the House, by Housebuster, 
overcame a slow start in his debut to 
record an impressive three-quarter- 
length tally on a sloppy track in 
a four and a half-furlong maiden 
special weight. Son of a Bear is 
owned by Baer's Racing Stabie, 
trained by Lee Couchenour and 
bred by Mr. and Mrs. Michaei Baer. 

He took home $16,800. 

August 2 - Caller What U Want, a 
4-year-old filly by Caller I. D.—Harford 
Hill Devil, by Satan's Flame, split 
rivals nearing the wire to prevail 


by a scant nose while racing for a 
$10,000 ciaiming tag. Fractions for 
the four and a haif furiongs over a 
sloppy track were :21.88, :46.28 and 
:53.44. It was the fourth career win 
for the filly owned, bred and trained 
by Elizabeth Meehan.The $13,200 
winner's share of the purse boosted 
her earnings to $86,456. 

August 2-1 Need a Sugar, a 
4-year-oid fiiiy by Run Softiy—Dash of 
Sugar, by Farma Way, was up in the 
final strides to break her maiden in 
her ninth career start. Owned and 
trained by Maryann iacone and 
bred by Rene Moore and Nayiee 
Farm, the dark bay or brown filly was 
racing for a claiming price of $7,000. 
She earned $7,800 for the victory. 

August 2- Beware of the Bop, 
a 3-year-oid chestnut daughter of 
Bop—Beware of the Ace, by Caveat, 
gained her sixth consecutive win 
for owner/breeder James S. Carter 
and trainer Tim Grams, scoring by 
three lengths in a six and a haif- 
furlong aiiowance. Eariier this season.
